THE WHITE SHIPS RETURN | 


AFTER THE SPEED TRIALS OUT- 
SIDE CAPE HENRY. 


A 8KIPPER WHO PASSED THE SHIPS AT 
NIGHT THOUGHT CONEY ISLAND HAD 
GONE ADRIFI— THEY CAUGHT A 
GLIMPSE OF THE DETROIT ON HER 
SPEED TRIALS. 

Fort Monnog, Va., April 6.—The faces of the 


Were radiant this afternoon when word was 
received from an incoming pilot boat that the 
fleet that steamed away so majestically was 
actually coming in again, and that, too,a day 
ahead of time. 

So thick and threatening was the weather 
that it was not thought that the vessels would 
do anything butride at anchor, and all the 
greater was the surprise when they did appear 
steaming along in column away out by the 
Thimble Light. 

As they came in signals were rapidly made 
from the leading ship, the Chicago, to the other 
vessels, who, as rapidly as they could make out 
the signal, showed their bunting inreturn. A 
little more than half way down the column the 
Ban Francisco was busily employed repeating 
to the sternmost vessels all signals made by the 
flagship. The little Vesuvius brought up the 
end of the procession, and the way she was roll- 
ing was a caution, but apparently no harm was 
done. 

As the vessels neared the anchorage they sep- 
arated. The Atlanta, San Francisco, and Ealti- 
more, which belong to the first squadron, 
anchored to the eastward of the Philadelphia, 
while the Chicago, Yorktown, Cnarlestown, 
Concord, and Vesuvius passed the flagship, 
stood up the roads, turned, and stood down 
again until within proper distance of the Phil- 
adelphia, when they anchored, the Vesuvius as 
before running close in shore and anchoring in 
shoal water. 

About sunset a lot of the officers came ashore, 
and their sunburned and somewhat weather- 
beaten faces showed that there had been more 
or less work performed during the cruise, and 
but very little play. Enough had been accom- 
plished, however, to form the basis of numerous 
yarns, and the interest these created in the bevy 
of charming fair ones gathered about must have 
been very satisfactory to the story-tellers. 

The navy men were very much amused at 
what ap old schooner Captain had to say about 
the impression made upon him when he passed 
the squadron the other night while under way 
with all their lights burning. The gist of his re- 
marks was that when he saw all those red and 
white lights flashing and burning so brilliantly 
he thought Coney Island must have broken 
adrift with all its hotels, having an electric 
light burning in each window. 

“Iwas that dazed,’ said he, “that I hardly 
knew which way to put my helm, fearing that I 
Was summat out o’ my recknin.’” 

After each of the various embryo Admirals had 
finished dilating upon the remarkable merits of 
hie own particular ship, and had conolusively 
proved her to be the best one in the lot, the 
actual evolutions performed by the vessels 
during their three days’ cruise were talked 


about. Upon starting out, the vessels formed in 
column as follows: Chicago, Baltimore, Obarles- 
ton, Yorktown, San Franci Cc d, At- 
lanta, and Vesuvius. They down 
towards Cape Henry, and when they reached 
Lynnhaven Bay, about thrée miles or more this 
side of the Cape, they stopped steaming and 
proceeded in turn to determine their tactical 
diameters. 

Some days before, the lighthouse establish- 
ment had caused proper buoys to be placed to 
admit of the vessels steaming between them 
and others on the various shoal spots in the 
vicinity to show what places the vessels were 
to avoid. 

The Charleston, having previously determined 
her diameter, did not again repeat the trial, but 
as her turning circle was of considerable size, 
the others wanted to try and see if they could 
not do better. 

After going around with the helm hard over 
in one direction several times, they all repeated 
the experiment with the helm in the other direc- 
tion. The object of all this is to bave all the 
vessels turn in the same space, and if one of 
them requires a much larger circle than the 
others it behooves the latter to use their rud- 
ders to a less extent than the former so as to 
insure all working together. 

This all took considerable time, and it was not 
until the middle of the afternoon that they 
were able to form again in column and steam 
out to sea past Cape Henry. The formation in 
column was that prescribed by the drill book, 
with the vessels not following directly in each 
other’s wake, but a little onthe starboard and 
port quarter of the flagehip,s0 that signals 
could be more promptly and distinctly seen and 
distances kept without as much danger of the 
vessels running foul of each other. 

Considerable has from time to time been said 
about signals, and it must be remembered that 
talking by means of bunting is about the only 
way communication is possible when vessels 
are at a distance during the daytime. 

Aes the squadron was standing out the Detroit 
came booming along at about a fifteen-knot 
gait, and easily passed the vessels whose stand- 
ard full speed was limited by order to eight knots. 
The waves curled abouther bowin n very grace- 
ful way, making quite a perceptible *‘ bene in 
her teeth,” as sailors call the white water that 
sparkles and dances under the bow. The large 
wave that followed her was quite remarkable, 
and showed her to be a traveler. 

The fleet stood out to sea so far that it was 
after dark when they passed in by Cape Henry 
to take up their berths for the night.'They stood 
about four miles to the westward of the cape, 
and anchored just south of the fair way. 

Bix o’clock Wednesday morning saw the signal 
fer getting under way fiyine from the Chicago. 
Bhortlygafter the vessels were steaming about 
independently of each other, with the view of 
taking advantage of the bright sun of the early 
morning to find out how much their compasses 
needed correction. This is necessary not only 
for the safety of the ind*vidual vessel, but also 
to insure all vessels steaming the exact course 
signaled by the flagship. 

About 8:30 this work was all done, and the 
squadron once again formed astern of the Chi- 
cago, and down they all came to the southward 
along the coast to give the fair ones at Virginia 
Beach a chance to see how the beautiful white 
ships looked at fleet drill) The vessels were 
turned this way aud that until it was a wonder 
they were not all so dizzy that they could not 
steer a straight course. 

This finished practicing. Anchoring was next 
tried, so as to have all ships anchor simulta- 
neously in proper position the minute the signal 
was made. This in turn gave place in the 
afternoon to the vessels forming in line abreast 
and steaming for a certain length of time, a 
half hour or so, off the coast and return. 

During thie interval the number of revolu- 
tions of the engines were acourately counted 
and the result finally signaled to the flagship. 
After more tactics the vessels returned to their 
anchorage. 

To-day they again had evolutions, and tried 
the counting again so as to insure uniformity. 
A number of other things were to have been 
tried, but the northeast wind came on full end 
foremost, and the weather shut in so ugly and 

hreatening that the Admiral decided it best to 

eturn to Hampton Roads.

PROGRAMME FOR THE PARADE. 





SECRETARY HERBERT ISSUES HIS OF- 
FICIAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—Secretary of the Navy 
Herbert has published the programme of the 
Hampton Roads and New-York Harbor events 
as they have been arranged by the officers of 
the navy to whom was assigned the work of 
preparing the programme, and it will be carried 
out as announced. There have been some de- 
partures from the plan as it had been recently 
considered, and it is possible that still further 
departures may become necessary, but in the 
main the movements of the home and visiting 
fleets will be as indicated in the official pro- 
gramme. 

For instance, it was concluded that it wonld 
be impracticable to provide for a Congressional 
excursion from Hampton Roads to New-York, 
and it was decided to substitute a Congression- 
al picnic st New-York in place of the long sea 
voyage that might be a protracted misery to 


men who are not accustomed to sea voyages. It 
was assumed that the Congressmen and their 
wives, if any of them had wives along with 








trip on a steamboat, providing they enjoyed 
privileges in the company of the war ships that 
were to be denied to private citizens. 

While the official programme does not make 
much of the Hampton spectacie, it will be aa in- 
teresting as any partof the naval show, and it 
will draw to Fort Monroe and Norfolk many 
persons from this section of the country, who 
will be glad to stay until the combined fleet 
sails away toward the North. Already it is 
known that the steamboats and railroads have 
engaged to provide accommodations for as 
many people as they can carry for three days 
before the rendezvous, and it seems likely that 
the trains will be obliged to ran to Fort Monroe 
in twoor more sections to carry all those who 
are expected to travel to the scene the day or 
two before the departure. 

The Secretary seems to have fallen down 
completely on his plans for carrying the repre- 
sentatives of the press from Fort Monroe to 
New-York. All of the newspapers of the coun- 
try must depend for their account of the trip 
from Hampton Roads to New-York upon two 
press associations, each of which will have two 
representatives with the fleet. The only way 
that this arrangement can be escaped, will be 
to have a vessel chartered to sail with the fleet 
and to carry newspaper men alone. Upon thelr 
arrival in New-York it will not be necessary for 
the navy to offer any assistance. The press 
men will be abundantly able to take care of 
themselves. 

It had been learned at the department that 
several of the commanders of vessels in the 
flect at the Capes had issued invitations to per- 
sonal friends to take passage in their ships 
from the South. As that was likely to prove a 
cause for harsh criticism, the order was made to 
commanders of vessels to refuse to carry any- 
body not proposed to be accommodated by the 
prospectus, and now it will be expected that 
the vessels of the fleet will have none but naval 
officers and men on board. 

The programme provides that the men-of-war 
will be anchored in two columns, extending 
from Twenty-sixth Street up North River, the 
foreign ships on the New-York side. 

While the Dolphin, carrying the President of 
the United States, is passing between the 
American columns and the New-York shore, 
navigation will be closed and all traffic and 
Passage suspended. After the Dolphin has 
anchored at the head of the line vessels of all 
kinds may circle around the fleet going upon 
the New-Jersey side of the river, but the pas- 
sage between the two columns will be closed 
until the President has landed from the Dol- 
phin and the review thereby terminated. 

The President and members of his Cabinet 
will be received on board the Dolphin at 10:30 
A. M., off Twenty-third Street, North River. 
The Dolphin will then get under way, and, fol- 
lowed by the coast-survey steamer Blake and 
the steamer Monmouth, will proceed up the 
river between the columns of United States ves- 
sels and foreign men-of- war. 

The Blake will carry the members of the 
Diplomatic Corps. The Monmouth will carry 
the Judges of the Supreme Court, Senators and 
Representatives of the United States, and Gov- 
ernors of States, accompanied by one staff offi- 
cer. No other invitations will be issued for the 
review. 

The Dolphin, proceeding between the col- 
umn, will, as she passes the various ships, be 
saluted with the honors laid down by interna- 
tional treaties due to the Chief of State, and 
arriving at the head of the columns will anchor 
between them. 

The Blake will anchor at the head of the for- 
eign and the Monmouth ot the head of the 
American column. 

The fiag officers and the Captains of the men- 
of-war will then be received on board of the 
Dolphin and be presented to the President of 
the United States, who will entertain them at 
lunch. Lunch will at the same time be served 
on the Blake and Monmouth to the guests on 
bo 


ard. 

The review will terminate by the return of 
the Dolphin, Blake, and Monmouth threugh the 
lines, and when the President's flag is hauled 
down from the Dolphin it will be saluted with 
twenty-one guns by all the men-of-war present. 
Invitations for the United States officials 
designated will shortly be issued, and upon 
their acceptance cards will be sent admitting 
them, accompanied by one lady each, to the 
Monmouth. These cards will state the place 
and time of embarking, and no one can be re- 
ceived on board without a card of admission. 
The invitations for the Diplomatio Corps and 
cards of admission for those accepting will be 
jesued through the State Department. The 
Secretary states that he will not be able to fur- 
nish transportation for guests. A great many 
applications have been made to the Secretary 
of the Navy to allow newspaper correspondents 
transportation upon the vessels of the fleet 
from Hampton udson the 24thof April to 
New-York Harbor. Owing to the fact that he 
would be able to accommodate very few, and 
his disinclination to discriminate, he has de- 
cided to allow two representatives of the United 
Press and two representatives of the Amerivan 
Press Association to sail upon one of the ves- 
sels and not to issue permission to any other 
correspondents. These two associations repre- 
sent, as it is understood, all the daily news- 
papers of the United States, and they are 
allowed transportation with the fleet upon con- 
dition that they will furnish to any newspaper 
applying which is not represented by one or 
the other of those associations copies of their 
r 


eports. 

The official programme of the movement of 
the tieet, its disposition, and all~ details re- 
lating to ite preparation and participation in 
the review will be issued by Rear Admiral 
Gherardi, who will afford to the representa- 
tives of the press all proper facilities for vis- 
iting the vessels at anchor in Hampton Roade. 

A notice to mariners will soon be publisned, 
stating the grounds reserved for the movements 
and anchorage of the men-of-war during the 
review and the restrictions which will be im- 
posed upon the movements of dil vessels in 
their vicinity. This notice will be issued by 
the Secretary of the Navy in pursuance of the 
act of Congress passed last session. 





GAVE HER CHILD POISON.

MRS. EADIE S8UCCEEDED 
HER OWN LIFE—GLADYS 


IN TAEING 
WILL LIVE. 


An inherited suicidal tendency yesterday 
caused Mrs. Jeannette Eadie to destroy herself, 
after first attempting to kill her seven-year-old 
daughter, Gladys. F 

Laat December Mrs. Eadie’s husband, a car- 
penter, died suddenly, leaving four small chil- 
dren for his widow to care for. His death al- 
most prostrated Mrs. Eadie, and her neighbors, 
where she lived, at 2,777 Eighth Avenue, have 
expected for some time that she would take 
her life. She had told them that ber mother, a 
Scotohwoman, committed suicide abouttwenty 


years ago, and she bad always feared that if 
trouble came to her she would be irresistibly 
driven to do likewise. 

Early yesterday morning, without coving a 
word to any one, Mrs. Eadie went out with her 
daughter Gladys and bought a half-pint flask 
of carbolic acid at a neighboring drug store, 
ostensibly for disinfecting purposes. She then 

roceeded to o vacant lot at One Hundred and 
Fhirty-ninth Street and St. Nicholas Avenue, 
where she sat down on some stones with her 
little girl beside her. . 

By mingled threats and persuasions the crazy 
woman induced Gladys to take a moutbful of 
the acid, but as the fiery fluid burned her moutb 
the child spat out the stuff and began to scroam 
with pain. 

The mother then put the flask to her own lips 
and almost drained it. A few moments after- 
ward she was found by a policeman staggering 
toward the street. 

Ant ambulance was summoned and mother and 
daughter were driven olf at a gallop toward the 
Harlem Hospital. Just before reaching the hos- 
pital Mrs. Eadie died. The daughter, however, 
waa only slightly burned by the acid, and late 
last night the hospital doctors said that she was 
entirely out of danger. 

It wae stated last uight that Mra. Eadie had 
twice before since her husband’s death taken 

oison, but she had failed both times in her ef- 

ort to commit suicide. 

Only Wednesday morning the unfortunate 
woman had received $1,000 from a benevolent 
order in which her husband was insured. Her 
neighbors will look after the children until 
some permanent home is provided for them.

He will net be 
prosecuted by the tirm, to which he deeded bisa 
home in this city.

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DEMOCRATS LIKELY TO WIN.

THE LEGISLATURE MUST DECIDE THE 
RESULT IN RHODE ISLAND. 


PROVIDENCE, R. L, April 6.—Perhaps in no 
other State in the Union could conditions exist 
similar to those which to-day confront the peo- 
ple of Rhode Island. There has been voting 
for Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Secre- 
tary of State, Attorney General, and General 
Treasurer, yet there has been no choice for 
these officers. 

The country districts have elected members 
of the Legislature, and that body will decide 
which party shall control the State Govern- 
ment. But not for a week will the question be 
settled, and the entire matter reste upon the 
vote of the City of Providence, 

The Prohibition Party is responsible for this 
condition of affairs. Their candidates received 
an unusually large number of votes on Wednes- 
day. and this fact in many instances prevented 
ap election by the people. 

In the vote for Governor, David 8. Baker, Jr. 
received a plurality of 185 over D. Russell 


Brown, the present executive. The vote was: 
Baker, 22,015; Brown, 21,830; Metcalf, 
(Prob.,) 3,265: seattering, 103. 

The Democratic nominees for Lieutenant 
Governor and Attorney General ran along with 
the head of the ticket, and the Republican can- 
didates for Secretary of State and Treasurer are 
the only ones on that party ticket to receive a 
plurality. 

The election of these four officers is to be de- 
cided at the May session of the newly-elected 
Legislature at Newport. There are 72 mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives and 37 
members of the Senate, including the Lieuten- 
ant Governor. The present Legislature is com- 
posed of 71 Republicans and 38 Democrats. 
Yesterday there were chosen 19 Repablican 
and 25 Democratio Representatives. This 
makes the joint ballot 40 Kepublicans, 38 Dem- 
ocrate, and 31 members yet to be elected. 

By elections are to be held in Providence for 
a Senator and eleven Representatives, in Paw- 
tucket for six Representatives, and in eleven 
other towns for either Senator or Representa- 
tive. Some of these elections occur on Satur- 
day, and tbe remainder will be strung out dur- 
ing next week. 

The election in Providence will be held next 
Thursday. Ofcourse the chances for ultimate 
success are decidedly in favor of the Demo- 
crats, if only for the reason that their victories 
on Wednesday have givem them renewed cour- 
ageand have disheartened the Republicans. The 
thousands dumped into the country towns by 
Gov. Brown were abselutely thrown away, for 
they came heavily Democratic. There was a 
complete turnover in Newport, where the Demo- 
crates carried everything. They need seventeen 
votes to obtain control of the Assembly, elect 
their general officers, and fill all the State's 
positions with members of their own party. 

It will be a@ fight against money now, but 
Providence has given a Democratic plurality in 
the last dozen elections, and there appears to 
be no foundation for a belief that it can be 
boughtup. Pawtucket has a disaffected band 
of Republicans who will assist the Democrats, 
and with these two cities the Republicans are 
welcome to all the other towns where by elec- 
tions are to be held. 

Congressman Charles H. Page and Oscar 
Lapham were both elected. Page’s plurality 
was 649 and Lapham’s 482, in a vote somewhat 
behind that of general officers. 

Gov. Brown declines to give up hope. He 
sees possibilities of success for the Republican 
legislative ticket in this city, and hopes to ré- 
tain possession of the office for another year. 
But his party leaders are whistling with the 
game vigor and activity as did the boy in the 
cemetery. 


PREMIER DUPUY'’S ADDRESS. 
—_—.>_— 
THE NEW GOVERNMENT HAS FAITH IN 


THE FUTURE OF FRANCE. 





Paris, April 6.—M. Dupuy, the new Premier, 
read a statement of his policy in the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day. He said: 

“ The Government is consoious of the diffioul- 
ties of the present situation, but feels conti- 
dence, in view of the tranquillity prevailing in 
the country and its abiding faith in the repub- 
lio, which proves that the painful incidents of 
the last few months, despite the efforts to turn 
them to advantage for political ends, have 
neither checked the vigorous growth of the re- 
public nor injured the country’s traditional rep- 
utation for probity and honor. 

“ One lesson to be drawn from these trials is 
that competency and afliuence are only to be 
acquired by honest work, and only retained by 
eregard for morality and the preservation of 
self-respect. This lesson has gone home 
to the national conscience. We may, 
therefore, regard the future with confi- 
dence. Every day universal suffrage brings 
democratic inspirations into greater ac- 
cord with republican inatitutions, and the 
day is at hand when the “definitive identification 
of France with the republic will render an 
agreement easier to establish. The surest wa 
of hastening such @ result is that the public ad- 
ministration should act with correctnees and 
with consideration for equity and order to se- 
cure the common welfare. Citizens, I ask you 
to let the country feel that Parliamentary insti- 
tutions are following their normal course by 
resolute attention to legislative business.”’ 

The Deputies adjourned until April 25. In 
the Senate the Ministerial statement was read 
by M. Guerin, Minister of Justice. The budget 
was referred to the Finance Committee, and the 
Senate adjourned.

The particulars in question, which are left to 

be supplied by mail, apparently include the in- 
formation as to where the outrage ocourred, 
which unaccountably is missing in the tele- 
gram. There is but one Consulate in Pern, that 
at Callao. In this position Mr. Aquilla J. 
Daugherty of Illinois, appointed during Mr. 
Harrison’s Administration, June 2, 1890, stands 
on the record as Consul. There are under him 
six Consular agencies, the occupants of which 
positions are doubtless merchants of the coun- 
try,who are paid by fees, and those fees seem to 
be very small, as only two make any returns at 
all to the department of fees collected, and 
those returns are under $25 a year. Probably 
many of them are native Peruvians, thougb the 
names of some of them indicate the contrary.

MANY LIVES IN DANGER, 
—_—_—___. 
A SANITARIUM BURNED, BUT THE PA- 
TIENTS WERE ALL RESCUED. 





CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 6.—A careless tinnor 
upon the roof of the College Hill Sanitarium 
this afternoon caused a loss of from $100,000 to 
$150,000 of property and imperiled the lives of 
200 patients. A hot soldering iron was per- 
mitted to ignite the roof, and the flames quiokly 
got beyond control of the water works of the 
institution as well as those of the village of Col- 
lege Hill 

By a wise arrangement the Superintendent, 
Dr. O. Everts, directed the attendants to give 
every effort to the task of safely removing the 


sick, the insane, and the ailing patients. In this 
they were faithfully assisted by the villagers 
who flocked to the place. 

The scenes within the great structure, four 
stories in height, and filled with 200 patients, 
were exciting. The insane shrieked and tore 
their clothing, the leas unfortunate were dis- 
tracted by fear, and pegged to be helped away 
from the flames. 

Itis believed that every life was saved, and 
every inmate, except two men and one woman, 
was safely housed in adjoining buildings and in 
private houses. In the confusion two men and 
one woman escaped to the woods. A searching 
party was sent after them. 

The main building was entirely destroyed. It 
was built by J. C. C. Holenshade, and used for 
some years as a female college. It has been 
used as asanitarium for the private treatment 
of the insane and others for eight or ten years. 
The place was fully insured. 





THE NEW-YORK’S TRIAL TRIP. 


IT WILL NOT BE MADE UNTIL AFTER 
THE NAVAL REVIEW. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—The trial trip of the 
cruiser New-York will be held after the naval 
parade, probably in Long Island Sound, although 
the details of the trip have yet to be arranged. 

Mr. Charles Cramp and hia naval architect, 
Mr. Lewis Nixon, were at the Navy Department 
all day to-day. There are several changes to be 
made in the equipmentof the cruiser before she 
goes out on her official trip. Among these will 


be the lengthening ef the smokestacks, already 
noted in these dispatches. 

There is a great deal of interest taken in the 
coming trial. The minor changes which are 
suggested by the contractors are the result of 
the reeent unoficisl trial trip, and are expected 
to force the cruiser to even a better showing 
than the excellent speed developed on last 
week’s trip. Thereis only one thing regretted 
by engineers generally, and that is the tendency 
of the department tu return to the old method 
of conducting the trial trips of new ships. It 
was pointed out to-day that the standardized- 
screw method, introduced by Kngineor in Chief 
Melville, offered a readier and more accurate 
means of judging of the ability of a ship than 
the old way of taking a vessel over the long 
course. It is likely, however, that the latter 
system will prevail.

HUGE Tz \NERIES PLANNED, 


A PROJECT CREDITED TO THE GREAT 
CHICAGO PACKERS. 


CHICAGO, April 6.—Armour, Swift, and Mor 
ris, the great packers, are the projectors of a 
cluster of tanneries with a capacity equal to 
the tanning of 90 per cent. of the raw hides 
produced in this country on 4,000 acres of 
land which they own at Tolleston, Ind. 

Rumors that such plans were talked of by the 
packers have been current for some time. They 
have received an impetus within a week or two 
by the statementa made by representatives of 
Armour & Co. that great tanneries in the vioin- 
ity of Chiougo would probably be built. 

“We began the consideration of this plan 
months ago,” said a representative of one 
of the three packers named. “Some- 
thing had to be done with our Tolles- 
ton holdings, There are no postholes 
being dug for tanneries yet, but I don’t think 
there ia any doubt that they will be there. 
When we shall begin work i can’tsay. The 
money market ie not in a favorable condition at 
present, and itis hard to get the people inter- 
ested together. They have their regular busi- 
ness to attend to. 

“* Armour, Swift, and Morris produce about 
4,000,000 raw hides annually. They control 90 
per cent. of the native stuck. A hide works up 
into 68 per cent. of leather, worth on the 
average 25 cents per pound. The leather made 
of these Chicago hides is somewhat different 
from the leather produced in the East, and 
makes a belting leather also. 

“TI can’t say how much money will be re- 
g5000 to build tanneries. We could use up 
600,000 in erecting three. The other concerns 
will do the same, I suppose. 

** Adjacent to the tanneries the plan is to have 
leather and harness makers, boot and shoe 
manufactories, <c. Theonly way to do is to 
bring them right there. Then ironmakers and 
others will come in. 

“ By a little work the Calumet River can be 
used in the creation of a harbor, large enough 
to accommodate vessels. An industrial town 
is contemplated, but everything is really 
in the embryo, and it is not yet time 
to talk of it. I don’t even know 
whether the plan will be carried out by a com- 
pany formed for the purpose or whether the 
owners of the tract will work as individuals. 

“The hides will be sent down from the pack- 
ing houses and the Union Stock Yards. Pro- 
posals have beem made by manufacturers wish- 
ing to locate in the tract, and to-day the Chicago 
and West Michigan made a proposition to be 
allowed to lay tracks across it. We have re- 
fused all the applications from manufacturers 
because we are not yet ready to talk business. 

* Explorations have revealed the existence of 
great quantities of hemlook bark in Wisconsin 
and Michigan and inthe State of Washington. 
That which grows in the two States first 
named, it is said, is not so strong as 
the Pennsylvania and New-York bark. butit 
is an excellent article. A process of condensing 
the extracts of the bark is in use, which, it is 
stated, will admit of the product of Washington 
being brought East, to do which with the bulk 
bark was a difficulty because of the freight 
charges.”’ 

Representatives of the packers, it was stated 
to-day, had been quietly securing hemlock lands 
in Wisconsin and Michigan for weeks. Repre- 
sentatives of Armour & Co, refused to say any- 
thing on the subject. 





CHARGED WITH EXTORTION. 


MARSHAL SALMON AND COLLECTOR 
ALEXANDER ARRESTED.

Salmon took possession of the safe and 
money drawer and the others went through the 
— arousing guests and causing a commo- 
tion. 

Salmon asked Myers if he would sell out for 
$1,000, and Myers, refusing, the visitors began 
to remove the furniture from the vacant rooms 
to the lower floors. 

Early yesterday morning Mr..Myers’s lawyer 
arrived in response to asummons. He found 
Saimon asleep in the parior and Alexander 
asleep in the reception room: It is claimed, 
too, thatthe men had broken open the door of 
the storeroom with an axe and helped them- 
selves to what they wanted. 

When the lawyer awoke Salmon the latter 
waived the attachment and said he would not 
be bulldozed. A policeman who was called in 
refused to do anything. 

Then the men changed their minds and put 
the furniture back where they had gotit from, 
but they told the aroused and annoyed guests 
that they would have to vacate in four hours. 

The lawyer secured 4 summons at 8 o’clock, 
and late in the afternoon Salmon and Alexander 
appeared at the Jefferson Market Court When 
Judge Grady heard of their proceedings he is- 
sued warrants for them, which were quickly 
served. They will be examined on Saturday.

GOOD WORK OF THE LEE GUN.

EIGHT HUNDRED ROUNDS FIRED BY 


THE EXAMINING BOARD. 


BPRINGFIELD, Maas., April 6.—James P. Lee of 
Hartford appeared to-day before the National 
Board of Magazine Gun Examiners and sub 
mitted his new magazine arm which passed 
through the tests up to that for dust with un- 
mistakable success. Mr. Lee began work last 
May on the gun submitted and has been steadily 
busy upon it since. ne 

The gun had undergone so many changes that 
there were sixteen spots of soft solder to hold 
the parts in place. About 800 xounds were fired 
with the gun to-day, although the novelty of the 
‘weapon was such that the examiners made 
rather odd work of handling it. The ten-shos 
olip of this gun can be used as rapidly as its old 
five clip, the entering of the latter occupying as 
much 6 as the firing. The time thus gained 
is of incalculable vulue. 

Mr. Lee, in this | eo has overcome the neces- 
sity of lowering from the shoulder in firing, 
which is frequently a serious objection. The 
average weight of magazine arms will exceed 
nine pounds, and with the five or ten shot clip, 
as the case might be, the movement from the 
shoulder would uire the elevation of forty- 
five or ninety pounds at each tiring. The sject- 
or in this gun throws the shell forward.

HEALTH OFFICERS’ CONFERENCE EX- 
CITED OVER THE QUESTION—DIC- 
TATION BY THE NATIONAL GOV- 
ERNMENT OBJECTED TO—LIVELY 
DISCUSSION ON A REPORT. 


The international Conference of Health Of 
Boers, which is discussing how to keep cholera 
out of the country this year, had a lively time 
yesterday over a report on the question of quar- 
antine along State lines. 
It was on this same subjcct that one report 
Was rejected on the opening day. 

An attempt to discuss the question at the 
first session yesterday showed that there were 
- gerious disagreements in regard to it, and the 

subject was dropped after another committee 
had been appointed.

President McCormack attempted to solve this 
by inserting the words, *‘in the absence of an 
active Board of Health,” and more time was 
devoted to the question of who should say 
when a Board of Health was “ active.” 

This was not settled, and finally, after the 
amendment had been voted down, the whole 
section which referred to the National Marine 
Hospital was stricken out. 

An amendment was added in favor of com- 
pelling railroad companies, in case of epidemic, 
to piace disinfecting apparatus ip all car 
closets, and then the report was adopted. 

Following this the rest of the States were 
heard from as to their own facilities and the 
action of the Boards of Health up to date. 

“ New-Jersey is ao situated that it is largely 
dependent on the regulations at Philadelphia 
and New-York,” said Dr. Hunt. “ An insepeo- 
tion service has been established in Hudeon 
County through the courtesy of the Surgeon 
General of the Marine Hoepitai. The author- 
ities in Pennsylvania and in New-York have 
been asked to co-operate. Ample authority 1s 
pre to both local and State Boards of Health. 

et Summer Goy. Abbett placed sufficient 
funds at our disposal. So far as the large cities 
are concerned I think we are able te meet any 
emergency.” 

Except for Missouri, Lonisiana, and Ken- 
tucky, the reports were that the eituation was 
such aa to enable the State boards to meet any 
emergency.

The 
street level in New-Orleans was below the river 
surface, and the sewage system was bad. The 
Board of Health, however, was making strong 
efforts to bring about a better state of things.

IT HEARS OF ITS COMMITTEE’S LACK 


OF 8UCCESS AT ALBANY—ATTEN- 


TION OF EXPERTS AND SANITARY 


ENGINEERS AND A COMMISSION ES- 
SENTIAL FOR PURE WATER SUPPLY. 


The special committee appointed by the New- 
York Academy of Medicine on March 9 to pre- 
sent to the Legislature the views of the Acad- 
emy as to the measures necessary for the pro- 
tection of the water supply of this city made 
its report last night at a regular meeting of 
the academy, at which there was a large at- 
tendance. 

The report, which tells of the ecommittee’s un- 
successful attempts to amend the provisions of 
the Webster act, was unanimously adopted, and 
then the meeting adopted a resolution, present- 
ed by Dr. Hunter, to the effect that the subject 
ofapure water supply was one which needed 
the attention of experts and sanitary engineers; 
that the Webster bill was inadequate, and that 
& commission composed of the proper persons 
Was essential for the protection of the Creton 
water supply from pollution. 

Remarks were made by Drs. Derby, Thomp- 
son, Janeway, and others, strongly advocating 
legiazlation in accordance with Dr. Hunter’s res- 
olutivn. 

The committee's report, in substance, said that 
its members had obtained advice and instruction 
from gentlemen having especial knowledge of 
the proper method of presenting subjects to the 
Legislature, and that it was the unanimous 
opinion of those gentlemen that the only prac- 
tloal method of presenting the views of the 
academy was by means of the Webster bill or by 
anew bill drawn in due form. 

Formal amendments were accordingly drawn 
and subsequent experience fully demonstrated 
the wisdom of this choice. On March 15 a re- 
quest for a hearing was sent to the Chairman 
of the Senate Committee on the Affairs of 
Cities, and the date for the hearing was set for 
Thursday, March 16. 

The hearing was attended by all the members 
of the committee, and the amendments to the 
Webster bill, drawn in accordance with the 
views expressed at the meeting of the academy 
of March 9, were presented. 

The report presents here an abstract of the 
“ Webster bill” as published in Tux New-York 
TIMES at the time of introduction, and says: 

“It will be seen that this act gives enormous 
power to a single man—a part which power 
is legislative; that it does not give power to 
make and enforce sanitary regulations; that it 
does not require the adoption of a pian for 
sewage disposal devised or approved by sani- 
tary experte and engineers; that, although it 
gives authority to abate nuisances, it does not 
forbid the creation of nuisances except the city 
buys the land upon which they may be estab- 
lished.” 

An abstract of the remarks of the Chairman 
or the committee made before the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Affairs of Cities, which have also 
been published in substance, was presented. 
The report goes on: 

“While the committee was on the ‘train, en 
route to New-York, the Secretary wrote a tele- 
gram asking leave to file a printed brief with 
the Senate Committee on Cities as soon as pos- 
sible. This telegram was sent to the Chair- 
man of the committee from Hudson. Re- 
ply was received in New-York before 10 
o'clock that evening, stating that the Dill 
had already been unanimously reported favor- 
ably, and that your committees might file brief 
with the Senate. The Senate, however. passed 
the Webster bill with an alacrity which gave no 
chance to file any brief. 

“‘OnjSunday, March 19, a telegram was sent to 
his Excellency the Governor, asking that your 
committee should be heard by him before final 
action upon the bill. This was allowed. The 
Secretary, representing the committee, waited 
on the Governor on Tuesday, March 21. At 
this hearing the facts of the case were pre- 
sented to his: Excellency in writing, and our 
position was also explained verbally. 

“It was stated that, should he decide to make 
the bill before him a law, your committee de- 
sired to say, tirat, that the provisions of the 
measure did not cover the necessities of the 
case; second, that in orderto make the bill 
effective further powers should be conferred by 
additional legislation. 

“Your committee, therefore, asked the Gov- 
ernor to convey these statements to the Legis- 
lature, and also handed him a draft of the 
additional legislation which was thought neoces- 
sary to make the act operative, 

“The public press printed communieations 
from the Mayor of this city and the Assistant 
Corporation Counsel, stated to have been pre- 
sented this same day to the Governor. On 
Thureday, Mareh 23, the bill was signed by the 
Governor. 

** On the previous day a telegram was sent to 
the Governor informing him that the provisions 
of the Senate bills Nos. 420 and 601, commonly 
called ‘the Public Health act,’ were not sutiti- 
cient in the premises. This was in response to 
a request that we should examine and give our 
opinions of that act. 

* On Thureday, Maroh 23, a memorial signed 
by Messrs. Seth Low and Alexander E. Orr of 
the Chamber of Commerce Quarantine Commit- 
tee was received by us. It was addressed to 
the Governor, and it indorsed our views. Un- 
fortunately it was received too late to be of 
use, 

“On Friday, Maroh 24, a new bill, supplement- 
ary tothe one just enacted, was forwarded to 
Otto Kempner, member of Assembly, and to 
Senator Charles T. Saxton, with letters asking 
these gentiomen to introduce the measure 
simultaneously into the Senate and Assembly. 

* This bill contained the original amendments 
to the Webster act as presented by your com- 
mittee. Together with it were sent alternative 
amendments which might be accepted by the 
gentlemen who introduced our bill should it be 
found impossible to secure a commission. 

*“Coples of this bill and alternative amend- 
ments were forwarded to the Mayor, with a 
letter stating that the committee would be glad 
to confer with him in regard to the matter, 
should he desire it. Copies were also sent on 
the 25th tothe City Ciub and to the City Re- 
form Club and City Improvement Society in 
response to proffers of agsistance received from 
these organizations. 

“On Saturday, March 25, a proofreader’s er- 
ror having been found in the copy of the Dill 
as forwarded to Albany, Messrs. Saxton and 
Kempner were notified of the necessary cor- 
rection. A correct copy of the bill and amend- 
ments was also sent to the Governor, with a 
statement that the objectof your committee 
was to assist as far as possible in pretecting 
the heaith of the city, not to insist upon the 
acceptance of any particular views whioh they 
might hold upon immaterial points. 

“On Monday, Maroh 27, the bill was intro- 
duced into both houses of the Legislature. In 
the Senate it was received without objection; in 
the Assembly it was objected to by the mem- 
ber from Putnam County. it was, therefore, 
‘dropped into the box.’ 

“ Op Tuesday, Maroh 28, pursuant to netifi- 
cation received, the Chairman and Secretary of 
your committee met the Mayor and Corpora- 
tion Counsel at the Mayor’s office. Your rep- 
resentatives andthe Mayor agreed as to the 
need of greater powers than those conferred 
by the Webater act, for the —s and pres- 
ervation of the purity of the Croton. His 
honor refused to accept the suggestien of a 
Croton Water Commission, which we considered 
an absolutely essential matter. 

** At the close of the conference the exact re- 
sults reached were, by request, summarized to 
prevent future misunderstandings. Pureuant 
of such result, with our consent, an act amenda- 
tory to the Webster act was drawn and handed 
to the Corporation Counsel, with a letter reiterat- 
ing the ciroumstances of its ——y to wit, that, 
while it embraced our views of the powers 
necessary, it was tn direct —— to our be- 
lief as to the instrument which should be em- 

loyed in the premises. On Wednesday 
arch 29, the amendatory act was introduce 
into the Legislature, at the request of the Cor- 
poration Counsel, and wae objected to only by 
the member of Assembly from Putnam 
County.”

ANXIETY ABOUT THE HEKLA. 


NOTHING HEARD OF HER SINCE 8HE 
WAS SEEN DISABLED MARCH 27. 


Thingvalla Line agents and others who are 
interested in the steamship Hekla are begin- 
ning to feel a little uneasiness about the wel- 
fare of that vessel. The Hekla sailed from 
Christiansand on April 15. When the French 
liner La Normandie came into port her Captain 
reported that he had sighted the Hekla on 


tg 27 1,400 miles to the eastward of Sandy 
Hoo 

The Hekla was then proceeding under her 
own steam tothe westward. fhe signaled that 
her machinery had been deranged and that she 
had been obliged to lay to for three days while 
repairs were being made. The vessel did not 
require assistance, and, according to the officers 
of the French steamship, she was then making 
about eight knots per hour. 

As that rate of speed would have brought her 
inte port loug before this, it is clear that the 
veasal has bad some other trouble since she was 
spoken by the French liner. No direct news 
has been received from her since that date. 

The agents find an explanation for this in the 
conjecture that Capt. Thomsen, who commands 
the Hekla, has steered tothe southward of the 
regular steamship lane for the purpose of 
avoiding ice. 

The guess may be @ correst one, but it does 
not explain the vessel's delayed arrival. 

The Hekla has an unusually large number of 
passengers in her steerage, 700 in all, the 
agents estimate. 

The steamship Veendam, which arrived last 
night, reported that she had sighted in latitude 
41° 80", longitude 60° 38’, a yellow-funneied, 
three-masted steamship, which was thought to 
be the Hekla. The vessel was steaming to the 
westward and did not make any signal fer as- 
sistance. 

Nearly all of the vesseis that reached port 
esterday told of stormy times out upon the At- 
antic. The Havel, from Bremen, encountered 

a gale from the westward which carried away 
her port lifeboat and damaged railing, gangway 
ladders, and ventilators. The steamship Mala- 
bar, from Rotterdam, had one of her boats 
swept overboard and two others rendered use- 
less. Her bridge was demolished and all mova- 
able articles washed from the deck. 

Bailing — had an equally trying time. The 
bark Anna Taylor, which came into port 
nineteen days out from Jamaica, encountered a 
hurricane off the Bahamas which rolled her over 
on her beam ends and tore every bit of canvas 
that was set into ribbons. 

The brig Genoa, from Cienfuegos, came into 
port with foremast and mainyard sprung. The 
ship Alice A. Leigh, 122 days out from Calcut- 
ta, reported a succession of heavy gales, but 
she rode them out without receiving any dam- 
age. 

t ig this tempestuous condition of the Atlan- 
tic that causes the agente of the Hekla to feel 
apprehensive about her safety. The Hekla is 
a ae steamship, however, and it is 
more than likely that she bas been able to 
weather the gales.

4 PECK OF TROUBLE FOLLOWING THE 
UNION OF TWO SCHOOLS. 


Another tempest 1s raging in Grammar School 
No. 50, from which the Principal, Miss Susan 
Wright, was dismissed last year for making life 
a burden tothe other teachers and demoraliz- 
ing the school. This time it is confined to the 
primary department. 

The primary department of School No. 50 and 
Primary No. 28 were consolidated last Septem- 
ber in No. 50 schoolhouse, and Miss E. A. Wilk- 
inson of No. 28 was made Principal and Mise 
Mary A. Moran of No. 50 Vice Principal. Miss 
Sarah E. Crouchley, Miss Jennie Dugan, and 
Miss Julia Murphy of No. 28 went upon the 
roils in the order named, followed by Miss Mary 
E. Hensey of No. 50, who had before been next 
in rank to the Vice Principal. 

Miss Henaey and her friends objected and 
have now filed @ remonstrance against the ac- 
tion of the Trustees of the district. The special 
light seems to be between the friends of Miss 
Hensey and Miss Dugan, Trustee Donohoe fa- 
voring Miss Hensey and being backed by Com- 
missioner Wehrum, and Miss Dugan having the 
support of Chairman A. J. Vanderpoel and the 
rest of the board except Mr. Donohoe. 

The remonstrance came before the Board of 
Education at ite last meeting and was referred 
to a sub-committee, 

Mr. Vanderpoe! said yesterday that the ap- 
polntments were made according to seniority of 
service and excellence of work, and that owing 
to Miss Wright’s dictatorial methods there had 
been many resignations in No. 50 and teachers 
had been promoted with remarkable —— 
Further, he said, the examinations recently con- 
ducted after the new order of things had existed 
six months showed Miss Dugan standing very 
high and Mies Hensey decidedly low. 

“ Complaint is also made,” said Mr. Vander- 

oel, “by the Principal to the Trustees that 

iss Hensey, who for years taught under Miss 
Wrizht, has used the same methods that were 
objected to under Miss Wright, which were in 
vielation of the Board of Education rules, ac- 
quiring a discipline by unjustifiable means, 
causing a child to stand on a chair or lie upon 
the floor as a punishment. These facts were 
brought before the Commissioners, and Presi- 
dent Sanger suggested that they were not per- 
tinent to the question raised by the appeal, as 
the teachers were not on trial. The Trustees of 
No. 50 insisted on giving these facts to the 
board as supporting their appointment for 
length of service and merit as distinguished 
from policy, favoritism, and infiuenoe, politioal 
or otherwise.” 

Some of the Trustees hinted that the effort to 
place Miss Hensey higher in the list of teachers 
was a Tammany device. 

Mr. Donohoe could not be found yesterday, 
but Commissioner Wehrum was ready to give a 
statement of the case. He would have had the 
teachers from the two schools paired by grades, 
he said, and then the one of longest service 
given precedence. He thought distinot injus- 
tice had been done, and the teachers of No, 50 
had been unwarrantably put back on the road 
to promotion.

CHICAGO, April 6.—An agreement was reached 
to-day by the General Managers of the roads in 
the Central Traffic Association in the matter of 
rates and arrangements to be in effect during 
the World’s Fair period. The basis of the agree- 
ment is that rates may be made every day dur- 
ing,the fair at about 2 2-10 cents a mile for the 
round trip from all points in the Central 
Trafic Association territory to Chicago on 
all regular trains except the fast limited ex- 
presses, on which full rates will be charged. 
No other than round-trip tickets will be sold at 
the reduced rates. Tickets will be govod for 
only continuous passage in either direction, 
which makes them good for any one who may 
present them. 

It was decided to fix no definite rate for ape- 
cial excursions on trains without sleeping or 
parlor-car accommodations, but to leave the 
matter to the discretion of the roads specially 
interested in cheap excursions. The rates to be 
charged for special excursions will depend 
largely upon the number of people who 
desire to come to the fair. If the rush 
is great, the rates, of course, will be 
higher than if the travel should be 
light It is understood that most of the 
roads propose to keep all their rolling stook 
moving, and will make rates low enough to ac- 
complish that result. It is not believed that 
the rate on any of the special excursion trains 
will be mure than 1 cent a mile, and if travel 
should be light a rate of 29 cent @ mile may be 
added. 

It is generally admitted thas there is more 
money for the railroads in the cheap-excursion 
business than there isin the business on the 


regular trains at the 20 per cent. reduction or 
on the limited trains at full rates. 

Master of Transportation Holcomb is getting 
into deep water at Jackson Park. He has a 
small railroad there on which he is endeavor- 
ing to handle expeditiously the cars containing 
exhibits which are daily arriving.

It willcome 
about not so much on account of the facilities 
at Jackson Park as because of the heedleasness 
of American exhibitors in billing their 
goods. Specific instructions were sent out 
months ago, with blanks stating that 
each exhibitor should indicate on the 
blank just where the exhibits were 
to be installed, and then nail the card on the 
side of the car. Ir these instructions had been 
followed, there would have been no difficulty in 
a the car to the proper building when it 
reached the park As there is no indication 
en the hundreds of oars as to their 
destinations on the grounds, it requires hours at 
a time to go to the recerds and discover merely 
by the number of the car where it belongs. The 
result is that they are badiy mixed up in the 
yards. 

Fereign exhibitors who obeyed inatruction 
have greatly helped the work of installation. 
There has been no difficulty in placing their 
shipments. 

Mr. Holcomb is beginning to feel the serious- 
ness of the situation, especially when he 
goes down into the freight yards in 
the southeast corner of the grounds 
and discovers almost every track covered 
with long trains. Little switching can be 
done during the day. All this work has to be 
| ieee at night, and the cars are left stand- 

ng throughout the day to be unloaded at the 
several buildings. Mr. Holoomb is employing 
all the men he can under the circumstances. 

At the Centennial Exposition there were about 
5,000 carloads of exhibits. It has been eati- 
Mated that there will be at least 10,0U0 at the 
Columbian Exposition. Only abont 2,000 have 
been received so far. [f the remaining 8,000 
should come in regularly there would be an 
average of 333 care each day for the remaining 
26 days before the opening on May 1. Thus far 
the highest number received has been about 
200, and if difficulty is experienced now, it is 
easy to poets what will happen toward the 
end of the month.

TEACHERS’ COLLEGE EXHIBIT. 

A private view was given yesterday after- 
noon of the articles which the Teachers’ College 
will send to the World’s Fair. Among thé guests 
were Morria K. Jesup, Arthur M. Dodge, the 
Rev. John Hall, William Greenough, and Mra. 
8 I. Hurtt. 

The exhibit is divided, the woodworking and 
mechanic arts display being in the annex and 
the other exhibits on the upper floor of the 
main college building. Inone room is shown 
the work of the pupils with the microscope, the 


simple microscopes constructed at the school, 
and also the studies of crystallography. Pupils 
make erystals of various forms and then repro- 
duce them in deftly-formed paper or celluloid. 

On the walls of the ball are the studies in 
drawing and color work, from the first year up- 
ward, and here also are the examples of clay 
modeling. 

The chief exhibit isin a room where all sorts 
of processes are shown. A simple set of pipes 
and portions of bottles show just how the hot- 
water boiler is connected with the range and 
with the oold-water pipes. More tubes show 
how a house should be ventilated, and in a big 
bottle is @ little bag which showsa—when a 
rubber across the mouth of the bottie is pushed 
or pulled—how the lungs work. There are me- 
chanical arm and chest movements, and a very 
interesting collection of simple apparatus for 
showing electrical force In various ways.

| Mr, Gladstone said that the Government had 
ro intention of amending the bill as presented, 
xcept in some. minor particulars. He earnest- 
fy desired to bring home to the mind of the 
House the question when this great contro- 
veray was to end. (Cheers) He did not ad- 
dress the question to the Opposition in a spirit 
of assumed superiority, but he would rathor 
press it earnestly upon their hearts and under- 
standings as a matter in which both sides wei'e 
equally interested. 

For many years the question of Irish home 
rule had blocked the way of legislation. The 
Liberal Party had offered a solution, but when 
they asked their opponents where all this was 
to end they rarely obtained an answer.

THE BERING SEA CASES. 


* 
ARGUMENTS FOR AND AGAINST THE 
ADMISSION OF NEW EVIDENCE. 


Paris, April 6.—The morning session of the 
Bering Sea Court of Arbitration to-day was 
dull, and even the eloquence of such pleaders 
as Attorney General Russell and J. C. Carter 
failed to awaken interest. The members of the 
court seemed bored, and it was hoticed that the 
august head of Sir John Thompson, one of the 
British arbitrators, frequently nodded, sug- 
gesting the awful suspicion that he was tempted 
to slumber. 

Sir Charles Russell concluded his argument in 
reply to the objections by the Hon. E. J. Phelps, 
counsel for the United States, to the legal 
character of certain evidence offered by Great 
Britain. 

In closing his answer to Mr. Phelps’s pro- 
posal to exclude the supplementary report of 
the British Bering Sea Commissioners, Sir 
Charles contended that the objections of the 
United States to the report, on the ground that 
it had not been subject to control or cross-cx- 
amination, applied equally toa large mass of 
evidence in the United States counter case. 
For instance, four reports made by Capt. Hoop- 
er concerning seal lifeon the Pribilof Islands 
had been incorporated in the counter case, 
although these were evidence of the kind to 
which the United States had objected when !t 


came from Great Britain. Sir Charles urged 
upon the arbitrators the necessity of determin- 
ing the question of right before dealing with 
the regulation of the seal fisheries. The British 
counsel, he said, would do their utmost to make 
this course of procedure prevail. 

ln opening his address in reply to Sir Charles, 
Mr. J. C. Carter pointed out that when the 
United States delegates arrived in Paris, the 
cases, as far as argument was concerned, were 
finished. and both cases and counter cases had 
long been closed. The United States Gov- 
ernment therefore never imagined that further 
evidence would be adduced. The United States 
Government was of the opinion that it had 
much reason to complain of Great Britain’s 
conduct in the case, but this had been passed 
over. That, however, after the case had been 
submitted, additional evidence should be 
brought forward was a contingency which had 
never been contemplated by the representatives 
of the American Government. 

“We would not impute bad faith to the Brit- 
ish Government,” said Mr. Carter, ‘‘ nor charge 
the British i. with entering upon this 
onsé, saying: ‘ We willteach these Yankees a 
trick worth knowing.’ At the same time we 
hold that our opponents proceed on an er- 
roneous interpretation of the treaty of arbitra- 
tion.” 


FRANCIS JOSEPH ARRAIGNED. 


IN THE HUNGARIAN 
MONTHS. 


HE -HAS NOT BEEN 
CAPITAL FOR FIVE 


to-day Count Apponyi, the leader of the party 
ofthe Left, made a speech, in the course of 
which he referred to the fact that Emperor 
Francis Joseph had not been in the Hungarian 
Capital for five months, in fact, not since the 
freedom of the city had been conferred on the 
great Hungarian patriot, Louis Kossuth. 

The speaker deciared that a cause for es- 
trangement ought not to be sought by the Em- 
peror-King or his advisers in the expression of 
national sentiment evidenced by the conferring 
of the freedom of Buda-Pesth upon Kossuth, but 
that a cause might rather be sought in the way 
national institutions were managed. The con- 
viction that the national aspirations of Hun- 
gary rot only would not conflict with the inter- 


ests of the Crown, but would form the safest 
basis of a defense of the Crown's rights, 


.coupled with a bold declaration of national 


policy, would soon scatter the existing clouds. 
Count Apponyi concluded his remarks in ref- 
erence to the Emperor by declaring that should 
serious symptoms of bad feeling show them- 
selves he would; bring the matter to the atten- 
tion of Parliament in a more direct manner 
than he at present felt called upon to assume. 
Count Apponyi’s reference to the absence of 
the Emperor was listened to with close atten- 
tion, and his remarks very evidently met with 
approbation, for upon the conclusion of his al- 
lusions to hie Majesty the sentiments he had 
expressed were loudly cheered.

MUST PAY FOR HIS CRUELTIES. 


THE KHAN OF KHELAT PUNISHED BY 
THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 


Bompay, April 6.—Further information in re- 
gard to the atrocities committ8d by Mir Khuda- 
dad Khan, the ruler of Khelat, is to the effect 
that, having suspected five of his numerous 
wiues to be guilty of infidelity, he caused them 
to be cruelly putto death. In answer to the 
demand of the British Indian Government that 
the Khan shonid liborate his surviving prison- 


ers and should give an explanation of his course, 
the Khan has agreed to deliver up the prisoners 
to the British Agent. 

The cruelties of which the Khan had been 

uilty appearing indefensible, the British Agent 
= imposed upon the Kahn a fine of 40,000 
rupees, the money to be devoted to the benefit 
of the families of those who have been unjustly 
executed. This will mean a reduction of the 
annual subsidy paid to the Kahn by the British 
Government from 100,000 to 60,000 rupees for 
the current year. 

The Khan of Khelat, who is himself at the 
head of a confederacy of chiefs, is amenable to 
the advice of the Agent to the Governor Gen- 
eral in Baluchistan, who arbitrates in matters 
between the Kahn and his subordinates.

THE EAST CONFERENCE. 
ENCOURAGING REPORTS MADE AT THE 
MEETING IN DANBURY. 


DANBURY, Conn., April 6.—The New-York 
East Methodist Episcopal Conferonce reassem- 
bled promptly at 9 o'clock this morning, Bishop 
Ninde presiding. The opening devotional ex- 
ercises were conducted by the Rev. Dr. Albert 
D. Vail of Trinity Church, New-Haven, Conn. 

After the roll of absentees had been called, 
the Rev. Dr. Jay Benson Hamilton, agent of the 
Conference Endowment Fund, described the 
progress of the movement. Thirty annual con- 
ferences bad adopted the plan establishea by 
the New-York East Conference. He introduced 
@ resolution commending it to the favorable 
consideration of the New-England Conference. 
This evoked considerable discussion and was 
‘finally laid on{the table. 

The Rev. Dr. J. C. Hartzell, Secretary of the 
Freedman’s Aid and Southern Eduoation Sooi- 
ety; the Rev. Dr. Newhall, Principal of Wes- 
leyan Academy, Wilbraham, Mass.; the Rev. 
Dr. William V. Kelley, editor-elect of the Method- 
tst Review; the Rev. Dr. Charles H. Payne, 
Secretary of the Board of Education, and the 
Rev. Dr. John F. Goucher, President of the 
Woman’s College, Baltimore, were severally 


introduced by Bishop Ninde, who gave a bricf 
account of the work under their care. 

The annua) report of the New-York District 
was then read by the Rev. William H. Wardell, 
Presiding Elder. His field of labor, he said, 
covered the southern portion of New-York City 
east of Broadway to Fourteenth Street, and the 
north shore of Long Island, through to Orient. 
Revivals of religion had prevailed at many 
points, while old debts had been removed from 
the churoh property and the buildings in some 
instances remodeled. Forsyth Street Church, in 
New-York City, had recently celebrated its one 
hundred and third anniversary aud at the same 
time cremated ite mortgage under the pastoral 
care of the Rev. Dr. William H. Lawrence.

affairs. The reform of municipal affairs is 
a problem of hydraulics rather than of hy- 
drostatics. If the club is not to expose and 
pursue rascals of either party for fear of 
“ getting into politics,” the club is worth- 
less as an agency for good government. At 
the same time its proceedings should 
show tact and skili as well as vigor. It 
is always well to bear in mind that Tam- 
many is in absolute controlof this city, and 
that the immediate redress of any munici- 
pal grievance can be obtained only by the 
favor of Tammany. Wherefore it is not 
wise to assume, in advance of a demonstra- 
tion, that Tammany will refuse to redress 
a grievance before its attention has been 
properly called to thesame and the Munic- 
ipal Government appealed to on the side 
of its betternature before being threatened 
with penalties which those who threaten 
_them have no power to enforce. 


There has recently been printed by the 


Street, Philadelphia, a report made by Mr. 
RoosEVELT of observations made by him 
during a visit last Fall to the Indian reser- 
vations and schools in South Dakota, 
Nebraska, and Kansas, The Commissioner 
does not confine his attention to the civil 
service in those regions; indeed, he has but 
little to say of that; but he gives with 
much clearness and freedom his personal 
impressions of the condition of the Indians 
with especial reference to the progress of 
the policy of settling them on land of 
their own in severalty, to the methods of 
education on the reservations, to the in- 
fluence of the outside schools, and to the 
general problem of practically “ absorbing” 
the Indians. His views are marked by 
shrewd sense and independence, and as he 
approached the subject with a valuable 
experience in the life of the West, they 
have more than usual value, We commend 
the report to the careful reading of all 
those interested in the Indian question.

QUARANTINE AND SANITATION. 


The cholera “ scare ” of last year and the 
continuance of the danger this year seem 
likely to prove of great benefit to this 
country and especially to this city. They 
have given an impetus to the study and 
discussion of questions of quarantine and 
of local sanitation which will greatly ad- 
yance the general appreciation of such 
matters, and they promise to result in 
great improvement in the administration 
of affairs pertaining to the public health. 
The benefit will not be found alone in the 
safeguards against contagious diseases 
brought from other countries, but also in 
the advance made in sanitary precautions 
which serve as a protection against all 
manner of influences that impair the gen- 
eral health. 

The representatives of State Boards of 
Health and other public sanitary authori- 
ties who are now in conference in this city 
appear to be agreed upon the importance, 
if not the necessity, of maintaining a strict 
quarantine so long as cholera is prevalent 
abroad. The most advanced policy, from 
a scientific point of view, is doubtless that 
of Great Britain, which relies mainly on a 


} thorough local sanitation and the least 


possible interference with trade and travel. 
This policy is almost a necessity for Great 
Britain on account of its dependence upon 
uninterrupted eommercial intercourse, and 
it is made practicable there by the restrict- 
ed area of the country, the concentration 
of traffic ata few great ports, and a cen- 
tral control over the execution of sanitary 
regulations by the National Government. 

We cannot rely so largely upon the sani- 
tary condition of our cities and towns, be- 
cause there are so many of them, and they 
are under such various jurisdictions and 
in such different degrees of advancement 
in dealing with these matters that there is 
no means of securing the execution of a 
uniform and effective system, even if it 
were possible to establish it. A safe sani- 
tary condition can only be attained by a 
degree of progress in the understanding of 
the subject and in establishing and enforc- 
ing regulations over a wide area, which we 
are far from having reached yet. Conse- 
quently, we must still rely largely in the 
case of a threatened epidemic upon rigid 
but judiciously directed quarantine to keep 
it from getting into the country. 

This does not make it less important to 
give all possible attention to local sanitary 
conditions. If by any chance infection 
should get through the quarantine barrier, 
our only safety against epidemic would lie 
in such a degree of cleanliness, such effect- 
ive drainage, purity of water supply, and 
general physical condition of the people as 
will make it easy to stamp out sporadic 
cases, and will give contagion the least 
possible chance to spread. We have every 
reason to look forward without alarm to 
the advance of Summer. We have gained 
much by last year’s experience; State 
quarantine systems have been improved 
and are better supported; the co-operation 
of the Genera! Government:has been as- 
sured under a new law, and local authori- 
ties have been awakened to the necessity 
of working together for the protection of 
the community. In this city measures have 
been taken or are to be taken for the pro- 
tection of the water supply, for the better 
cleaning of the streets, for a thorough in- 
spection and sanitation of dwellings and 
tenement houses, and for the enforcement 
of sanitary ordinances, and, if the depart- 
ments work together on the plans pro- 
posed by the Mayor, the city will find it- 
self in a better condition than ever before. 
If we escape an epidemic we shall also see 

| that the precautions taken will be worth 
more than the cost in an improved condi- 
tion of the public health and comfort, and 
we may be able to make the improvement 
permanent.

We do not see how any one can expect 
that money for the resumption and contin- 
uance of work on the Panama route will 
be raised in France. Thousands of those 
who bought the shares or bonds of the old 
company have lost all their savings; others 
who have something left will never invest 
it in a canal project, and the capitalists of 
France who could not be induced to sub- 
scribe in the years before bankruptcy came 
and was followed by the extraordinary dis- 
closures of the last few months. will not be 
eager now to risk their fortunes in a proj- 
ect that has been discredited in almost 
every possible way. 

The fact that the receiver has accepted 
the terms of the extension is of no impor- 
tance. He would have accepted any terms 
that did not require the work to be re- 
sumed at once or within ashorttime. At 
the end of the twenty months he will, we 
think, have no greater power to complete 
the canal than he has now. There will 
then be on the isthmus even less to show 
for the $250,000,000 drawn from the wool- 
en stockings of France than can be seen to- 
day, forthe route is fast returning to its 
original condition. In the meantime, how- 
ever, it may be possible to use the conces- 
sion in small speculations on the Paris 
Bourse.

FOR THE PENSION OFFICE. 


Mr, CLEVELAND has finally made his 
selection for the Pension Office, and his 
deliberation, which was not at all excess- 
ive, is justified by the result. Judge 
WILLIAM LOCHREN of Minnesota has a 
brilliant war record. He went into the fight 
against PIcKET?T’s Division at Gettys- 
burg a First Lieutenant in a regiment 300 
strong and came out in command of 40 
survivors, every officer of higher rank hav- 
ing been killed or wounded. And Judge 
LOCHREN throughout the war was a brave 
and faithful soldier.. This isof prime impor- 
tance, because, coming from a part of the 
country that hasa very large representa- 
tion of the soldier vote, the Commissioner, 
on the one hand, must command the re- 
spect of all veterans, and on the other will 
be able to develop the sound sentiment of 
the veterans who resent the degradation 
inflicted upon them by pension adminis- 
tration in the past. 

Judge LocHREN, moreover, though a 
Democrat, is in no sense a partisan. He 
was appointed Judge by a Republican Gov- 
ernor, and twice elected by popular vote, 
and he has the indorsement of the Repub- 
lican members of the Minnesota Legislat- 
ure. These facts prove that he is a fair- 
minded man, capable of winning the 
confidence of those who know him, and 
that is a supreme qualification in the work 
he will have to perform. He is an able 
lawyer, and his judicial experience will be 
good training for a portion of his duties. 
If he shall be found to possess the execu- 
tive capacity required, he ought to be a 
most efficient Commissioner. Though the 
most serious evils of our pension system 
are evils of the law and can only be abol- 
ished by legislation, very much will de- 
pend upon the Commissioner. It will be 
his first duty, and not the least difficult, to 
introduce order and method in the office, 
to determine exactly what the law re- 
quires and permits, to exclude the mis- 
chievous influences that have been so 
powerful there, to hold his subordinates to 
the accurate and faithful performance of 
their work, and to reform the loose and 
pernicious practices that have obtained in 
the past. This done, he will have to fur- 
nish an adequate system by which, so far 
as he has power, those who are entitled to 
pensions shall get just what they are en- 
titled to have, and those who have been 
drawing pensions to which they have no 
right shall be cutoff. His chief enemies 
in this hard but necessary task will be the 
pension attorneys, who, more even than 
the undeserving, seekers for pensions, are 
responsible for the shameful condition of 
the pension system. 

COSTLY RETALIATION. 

We showed a few days ago how the coffee 
trade had been affected by the imposition 
of retaliatory duties on certain products of 
Venezuela, Colombia, and Haiti. In the 
year 1891 about one-sixth of the quantity 
of coffee consumed in this country was 
brought from these countries, the average 
monthly imports from them being 7,300,- 
000 pounds. But for the seven months 
ending with January last the average fell 
to 2,000,000 pounds, and in that month 
the quantity procured from the three coun- 
tries mentioned was less than 850,000 
pounds, 

This change has been caused by the ex- 
action of a duty of 8 cents a pound under 
the terms of Mr. Harrison’s retaliatory 
proclamation. The effect of this discrim- 
inating duty has been to increase the cost 
of certain kinds of coffee brought from 
other countries, to decrease our exports to 
the three countries directly affected by the 
proclamation, and otherwise to disturb in- 
juriously the natural movement of trade. 

It seems to us quite probable that these 
retaliatory duties that were imposed by 
Mr. Harrison will be removed by Mr. 
CLEVELAND. They may be considered 
apart from the reciprocity agreements, and 
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they are clearly injurious to our own peo- | 


ple. The exports of the three countries to 
the United States have been reduced, our

ELECTIONS THAT FAIL 10 ELECT. 

The result in Rhode Island emphasizes 
once more the absurdity of requiring an 
absolute majority vote for the election of 
candidates for public office. With a small 
minority voting a third-party ticket, the 
result is that*none of the candidates for 
State offices are elected by the people at 
all, and there is no assurance that those 
receiving the largest number of votes will 
be chosen in the end. The majority rule

holding with regard to candidates for the 
Legislature also, the composition of that 
body is left in doubt until a number of 
* by-elections” shall have been held in 
districts where no candidate received votes 
enough to be elected on Wednesday. 

There is absolutely no argument for the 
continuance of a plan of election which 
results in no Legislature until a few mem- 
bers finally elected by pluralities can com- 
plete it, and no election of State officers 
until the Legislature so completed shall 
decide according to the party preponder- 
ance in its own membership which of the 
candidates that fell short of a majority of 
the popular vote, those having a plurality 
or those who fell shortof that, shall be in- 
stalled in office. 

It does not matter which party may 
finally get the advantage, the system is 
out of harmony with the general principles 
of popular government in this country and 
ought to be reformed. There is nothing to 
be said for it, and it sometimes plays seri- 
ous mischief with important public inter- 
ests, as it did in Connecticut two years ago. 
It is about time for Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut to get free from the vestiges of 
old colonial charters and put their Consti- 
tutions on the modern basis of equality of 
representation and the decision of popular 
elections by the voice of the greater 


number. 
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PRIZE FIGHTING IN NEW-YORK. 


The two men who are announced to 
* box” each other for a prize of $40,000 at 
Coney Island in December next are clearly 
intending to engage ina definitely unlaw- 
fulact. Itisan act of precisely the same 
character in every respect, in the eyes of 
the law, as that in which DONOVAN and 
DUNFEE were engaged near Syracuse on 
April4, when Donovan was killed by a 
“knock-out” blow from Dunrer. The 
fight in the latter case seems to have been 
@ more than usually brutal one, since 
the man who was killed was already hope- 
lessly whipped, and when he stood up the 
last time couldeasily have been disabled by 
a light blow in a safe place instead of the 
savage blow under the ear which caused 
his death. But, though more brutal, the 
fight was no more unlawful than the 
series that has been going on for a long 
time near this city. The Penal Code, Sec- 
tion 458, is as follows: 

‘A person who, within this State, engages in, 
instigates, aids, ensourages, or does any act to 
further a contention or fight without weapons 
between two or more persons, or a fight com- 
monly called a ring or prize fight, either within 
or without the State, or who sends or publishes a 
challenge or acceptance of a challenge for such 
a contention or fight, or carries or delivers such 
a challenge or acceptance, or trains or assists 
any person in training or preparing forsuch a 
contention or fight, is guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

The code then defines a challenge, makes 
a misdemeanor of betting or stakeholding, 
and of doing anything outside the State 
with reference to a fight that would be un- 
lawful if done within the State, and pro- 
vides for the arrest of persons appearing to 
be about to violate the law, for putting 
them under bonds for oneyear. The bonds 
are limited to $1,000, and this provision is 
notimportant, But the code provides gen- 
erally that a misdemeanor—i. e., any crime 
other than felony—is punishable ‘‘ by im- 
prisonment in a penitentiary or county 
jail for not more than one year, or by a 
fine of not more than $500, orby both.” 
Now, it is perfectly clear that the two pu- 
gilists to whom we have referred, together 
with their agents, aids, backers, trainers, 
the officers and members of the club that 
has offered the stake, the holder or holders 
of the money thus provided, or to be pro- 
vided, the men (lawyers or others) who 
have been negotiating for the fight, all of 
them come within the sweeping provisions 
of the law which we have quoted. They 
are liable to indictment, prosecution, and 
punishmént. It is entirely possible, if the 
officers of the law, the District Attorney, 
the police, and the courts do their plain 
duty, to prevent the fight absolutely. 

We shall not stop to argueas to the social 
and moral obligation of those intrusted 
with this duty. Thelaw is plain, and no 
officer has any right to evade or to refuse 
to act on it, or to plead that publio opinion 
doesnot sustainit. Public opinion does sus- 
tainit, and has grown steadily more firm and 
aggressive against this particular form of 
crime for years. Moreover, it is to be re- 
membered that fights of this kind are now 
the centre and source of an immense amount 
of gambling, and derive their chief impor- 
tance from that fact. The number of men 
who are interestedin them as contests of 
strength, endurance, and prowess is utter- 
ly insignificant compared with the number 
who are interested solely in the betting. 
Were the fights not fora prize, but for such 
“honors” as could be gained in them, the 
persons engaged might not enlist our ad- 
miration, but they would not seem quite 
the same; but the betting would still 
probably be quite as eager and feverish 
and demoralizing as itis now. The better 
opinion—which, fortunately. is unques- 
tionably the opinion of the majority—of 
this community is wholly opposed to all 
gambling and causes of gambling that can 
be reached, and this particular case, as we 
have shown, is now in the hands of the 
ofticers of the law.

When the doors of the Academy of Music 
were swung open Thursday afternoon, and the 
crowd which filled the vestibule and the side- 
walk in Irving Place surged in, it found the 
spacious lobby of the big playhouse trans- 
formed into a blooming garden. Flowers con- 
fronted one on every side—big set pieces of 
tasteful design, and baskets of cut flowers, in- 
tended forthe buttonholes of gentlemen who 
were willing to pay for them—and every 
gentleman, apparently, was willing—for the 
prettily-dressed young actresses, under the 
direction of Mme. Cottrelly and Lydia Thomp- 
80n, who flitted about the lobby with flowers 
and programmes, disposed of their wares as 
fast as they could hand them out. Everybody 
was In @ liberal mood, and as the great crowd 
passed in to swell the audience at “Aunt 
Loulsa” Eldridge’s testimonial, quarters, 
halves, and dollars were left behind in the 
hands of the young women to add to the agagre- 
gate of the sum received. 

It was a great, an interesting, audience that 
filled the Academy at 1:30 ®’clook, when the 
first number of the programme was performed 
by the Metropolitan Orchestra of eighty pieces 
led by Julius J. Lyons.

The trial scene from “Aunt Jack” 
was given with the original Madison Square 
cast, Agnes Booth appearing in her delightful 
character sketch of Joan hn The jury was 
composed of Managers A. Palmer, Henry E. 
Abbey, Frank W. Sanger, John B. Schoetfel, Ed- 
win Knowles, J. Wesley Rosenquest, Harry \. 
Miner, Antonio Pastor, Col, W. E. Sinn, Ga. 
Gilmore, Eugene Tompkins, and Frank B, Mar- 
tha, with William H. Crane as forewan. Lines 
had been “written in” forthe managers, and 
they acquitted themselves well. not one dis- 
playing the least symptom of stage fright.

DVORAK’S “SPECTRE'’S BRIDE.” 

The first production in New-York of Dvorak’s 
cantata, ‘‘ The Spectre’s Bride,” should have at- 
tracted a larger audience than that which half 
filled Music Hall lastevening, There was pre- 
fixed to the main attraction of the evening the 
same composer's pompous and effective “* Hu- 
siteka” overture, with its especially pleasing 

and ingenious introduction by the wood wind. 
The cantata itself has several disadvantages 
to contend with which are not relevant to the 
music The “book” is one of those gruesome 
German poems of which Biirgew®s Lenore was 
the prototype, and by far the most duccessful 
example. For that fine and stirring ballad, of 
which the advantages for a musical setting 
have often been recognized, has purpose and 
movement, and it is impossible tosay too much 
of | rben’s text, which does not tel! an intelligi- 
bie vhost story and leads to nothing except a 
vague sensation of “moist unpleasant body.’’ 
Moreover, the English version used atthe per- 
formance last night is a piece of wooden and 
ridiculous versification, which could add noth- 


ing to the effect of the music, of which it was 
net the poetic counterpart, but the prosaio ‘‘ar- 
gument.” 

The music, it need hardly be said, is scbolar- 
ly, ingenious, and tasteful, and full of clever 
technical devices, butit did not pass success- 
fully last night the teat of popular apprectia- 
tion, for the audience was quite unmoved. This 
was not because the interpretation was inade- 
quate, for, although in the solo parts it was 
often feeble, it was ‘intelligent and sym pathetic. 
While there is much in the music that is admir- 
able and deserving of study, there is very little 


that captivates the ear at a first hearing or that | 


haunts it afterwerd, or that interferes with the 
common conception of a * cantata” as a proper 
form to be olserved upon high musical func- 
tions rather than an appropriate medium of 
keen musical pleasure.

POSSIBILITY THAT HEAD MASTER MOORE 
MAY BE REPRIMANDED. 


The committee which looks after the welfare 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral School, at Garden City, 
met in the study at Holy Trinity Churoh, 
corner of Montague and Clinton Streets, 
Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon, and _  re- 
mained in executive session until nearly mid- 
night discussing the circumstances in which 
four boys left the institution some time ago 
when there was trouble between Head Master 
Moore and the pupils of the school. 

Deane Coxe presided, and the Rev. Spencer 
8. Roche, rector of 8t. Mark’s Churoh, on Adel- 
phi Street, acted as Secretary. Mr. Roche is- 
sued the notices which brought the four boys 
and their parents to meet Mr. Moore before the 
committee. 

After the meeting nobody would give any 
information as to what had been done, but it 
was generally understood that the boys were to 
be reinstated, and that Mr. Moore might be 
reprimanded. The committee decided some 
time ago that he had expelled the boys instead 
of allowing them to withdraw, and was not at 
all pleased at his conduct. 

It ia said that the whole matter of Mr. Moore's 
conduct of the schoo! is to be looked into.

A Bill to Save Mr. Coggeshall. 

Urioa, N. Y., April 6.—A bill introduced by 
Senator Coggeshall to-day, and passed by the 
Senate, legalizing the audit of the Boards of 
Supervisors of Oneida County between the 
years 1881 and 1892, has created a sensation in 
this city. Mr. Coggeshall was County Clerk of 
Oneida County for the three years, commenc- 
ing in 1881. Two years ago an investigation of 
county affairs was had here, and, as a result, 
suits were brought by the State sgainst four ex- 
County Clerka and three ex-Coroners to recover 
money illegally obtained from the county by 
excessive fees, charges, &e, 

Among the defendants was Senator Cogge- 
shall and he was sued for the recovery of 
$15,876.46 aud interest. One ex-Coanty Clerk 
and one ex-Coroner have settled the suite 
brought against them by paying one-half the 
amount claimed.

HUNDRED AND THIRTY 
TONS OF STEEL RAISED. 


ONE 


THE BIG SHEARS AT SPARROW’S POINT 
HOISTED THE WEIGHT AND THEN 
SWUNG IT OUT OVER THE WATER 


—TO-DAY THE GREAT KRUPP GUN 
WILL BE MOVED. 


BALTIMORE, April 6.—Superintendent King of 
the Maryland Steel Company smiled to-day for 
the first time in fully three weeks, when out 
over the water and six feet above the level of 
the dock a mass of steel rails weighing 130 tons 
was suspended by the shears which are to lift 
the big Krupp gun. It was the heaviest weight 
ever lifted in this country by the crane system, 
and the trial was a complete success. 

Three weeks of preparation, in which a thou- 
sand details had to be planned and execntea 
and a hundred tests made of parts of the lifting 
gear, have severely tried the patience of the 
officers of the steel works, the Krupp repre- 
sentatives, the officers of the steamer Longueil, 
in which the gun came over, and ascore of 
newspaper men and artists. When some of the 
minor tests were made and breaks occurred, the 
Krupp people wore long faces, while Superin- 
tendent King and his men “looked anxious, but 
worked away harder than ever. 

When the big fog siren at Sparrow's Point 
blew at 7 o'clock this morning, dozens of ma- 
chinists were gathered about the shears, with a 
few outsiders who had come down on the early 
train. Two hours were consumed in eomplet- 
ing work on the chains and ropes, and then it 
was announced that an effort would be made to 
hoist the big pile of steel rails. The announce 
ment was not received with much enthusiasm. 
Would the shears lift it at all? was asked. If 
they did, the whole thing might give way, as it 
did Tuesday, No one could get an opinion from 
the engineers, and Herr Gildehausen, Krapp’s 
chief agent, walked nervously up and down 
with his hands behind his back. About 11 
o’olock Mr. King gave orders to make fast 
to the rail pile. <A cradle of two bands 
of massive iron chain was placed around the 
pile, each band was placed about half way be- 
tween the centre and the ends of the rails so 
that the weight was evenly divided. A guide 
chain of half-inch links was next made fast to 
the middle of the pile. This guide chain was 
connected with an inch pulley, through which a * 
steel wire rope pas ap to the top of the 
shears. The ends of the large chains were 
caught up by two enormous hooks riveted to 
another pulley. or rather series of pulieys, 
working in a steel frame. From these pulleys 
six steel-wire ropes passed up and over pulleys 
at the top of the shears. From that $ they 
passed through and along the rear leg of the 
shears into the power house. 

A little nervous man, with a red mustache 
and a battered soft hat, moved his hand tos 
young machinist in blue overalls who stood in 
& little balcony built under the rear leg of the 
shears. The man in overalls pulled a lever that 
started the hydraulic machinery, the greatc 
straightened, and the mass of rails rose about 
an inch, when snap went the guide chain. A 
flaw in a link had broken it in two. 

It took about fifteen minutes to fasten on an- 
other chain, and again the young man in the 
overalls pulled a lever, and the rail pile rose in 
the air. Bo slow was the motion that at first it 
was scarcely noticeable. Then another pull. 
was given the lever, and up went the 130 tons 
at the rate of a foot a minute. When it was 
about six feet in the air the lifting ceased. 

Now came the strain of all strains—carrying 
the weight out over the water and back. aA sec- 
ond lever was pulled, and the hind leg of the 
shears began slowly, but surely, to glide up- 
ward and outward on the track which is at the 
top of its massive iron foundation. As the 
hind leg moved, the two front legs slowly de- 
soended over the water, and the bundle of steel 
rails swung outward untilit was twenty feet 
from the dock and direotly, astern of the Long- 
ueil, Another wave of the boss ger’s hand, 
@ pull at the lever, and the weight remained 
stationary over the water. 

There was a general love feast all around and 
apparently the real business of the day was 
forgotten. Even the artists stopped taking 
et ye of the scene and joined in the 

andshaking. 

After hanging inthe air some time, the mass 
of rails was hauled in nearly forty feet and 
landed on a platform of wooden blocks, and the 
test was over. The 130 tons hed been held by 
the a forty minutes without any apparent 
strain. 

This afternoon the Longueil was pulled under 
the shears and the work of unloading the guns 
and armor plates began in earnest. The sixty- 
two-ton gun was the tiret one tackled. Only 
two of the four great chains were used on this 
one and they proved sufficient, for in just 
eighteen minutes from the time the lifting 

ower wae put on the gun was lowered to its 

ed ona combination platform car, which will 
take it to Chicago. The chains were made fast 
around it at the breech and perfectly balanced ; 
it was raised above the deck and then swung 
overto the car. Next came the forty-three- 
ton gun, whioh was bandled just as easily. 

Nothing is now left but the 124-ton gun and ® 
section of armor plate 85 feet long and 1% 
inches thiok. This plate, it is expected, will be 
the hardest thing to move, on account of its 
great length. The big gun will be taken out to- 
morrow. 

The armor plates, or, rather, target plates, so 
far put ashore show the terribly destructive 
power ofthe Krupp gun far better than words 
can describe. Two of the plates are of steel 12 
inches thick, and weigh 30 and 45 tons respect- 
ively. One has four indentations, varying from 
3 to 9 inches in depth, and two ragged holes ex- 
tending clear through it. The indentations were 
made by shots from a forty-five-ton gun placed 
ata distance of four miles. The holes were 
made by shelis from a Krupp rifle at two milea’ 
range. Theother plate has two indentations, 
3 and 7 inches in depth, made by shots from @ 
sixty-two-ton gun six miles away.

THE CERTIORARI BILL WILL APPLY 
ONLY TO THE CITIES, 


ALBANY, April 6.—Senator Roesch (Dem, 
New-York,) to-day amended his bill extending 
to the whole State the right of liquor dealers 
who have been refused a license to apply fora 
license by means of awritof certiorari. The 
amendment provides that the writ of certiorari, 
outside of cities of over 30,000, shall be grant- 
ed to applicants for hotel licenses only. He said 
he made the change out of deference to the 
opinion of those who opposed the billion the 
ground that it would interfere with the local- 
option system. 

Senator Saxton (Rep., Wayne,) explained that 
local option in this State was secured only by 
the election of Excise Commissioners who are 
instructed to grant or withhold licenses. The 
bill would destroy the system, so far as it relat- 
ed to hotel licenses, and he for one was not 
willing to pass an act which would defeat the 
will of the people and permit the granting of 
licenses in communities in which the people 
had voted that none should be granted. 

Senator O’Connor said there had been more 
nonsense talked about the saloons than any 
other subject that came before the Legislature. 
Asa matter of practical politica it was time 
that the liquor question was taken out of poli- 
tics. Everybody regretted the evils growing 
outof the liquor tratiic, but they should be 
treated practioally. 

Senator Hunter offered an amendment pro- 
viding that the bill should apply to olties only. 
Lost—8 to 16. 

Senator Roesoh’s amendment was adopted. 
The bill was passed, 19 to 9, the negatives being 
Republicans. 





No Discourtesy Intended, 

NorFoik, Va., April 6.—Lienut. Kilburn of the 
Newark, which is at the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
was in the city to-day. When questioned as to 
the reported discourtesy of the Governor Gen- 
eralof Havana to the American Admiral, he 
told a story which shows that no discourtesy 
was intended. He said: 
“The Admiral’s visit to the Captain General 
was at 12 o’cloek on the 224. Gen. Lono of the 
Spanish Army was appointed to return this 
visit at 5 P. M. of the same day, but the Gov- 





ernor's order miscarried and did not reach him 
until after dark. As the Admiral sailed at 6 
o’clock the next morning, it became impossible 
to carry out the Governor’s wishes, all of which 
was subsequently explained, with many expres- 
sions of regret, to the Conaul Generali of the 
United States at Havana, which explanation

ten acres. Brigham Young conceived the de- 
sign, presumably through inspiration of some 
unnatural power, for no such building isto be 
seen eleewhere in any quarter of the globe. 
The beginning was made on Feb. 14, 1853, and 
on June 16, 1853, the cornerstone wae laid 
with great ceremony. 

The original idea wae to build it of adobe, or 
sun-dried briek, of which all houses were then 
built in those parte, and of red sandstone from 
Red Butte Cajon, near the city; but, before any 
actual building had becun, a quarry of gray 
granite was discovered at Cottonwood Cafion, 
about twenty miles away, and this material 
was decided upon, For forty years the Mor- 
mons have labored upon the building of their 
temple, as did the Israelites upon the building 
of the Temple of Solomon, patient under die- 
couragement and interruptions, and at the first 
working under tremendous disadvantages. Be- 
jore the building of the railway every great 
granite block had to be drawn by teams of four, 
six. or eight oxen, and the sight of these teams 
with their granite burdens became a fawiliar 
sight in Salt Lake City for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

The exterior of the temple was finished and 
the capstone laid June 16, 1892, the thirty- 
ninth anniversary of the laying of the corner- 
stone. A copper plate inseribed with historical 
data, a number of photographs, and various 
Mormon publications were placed in the cap- 
stone. Nearly 50,000 persons attended the cer- 
emonies at that time. 

This capstone is crowned with e colossal figure 
of the angel Moroni, blowing a colden trumpet. 
According to the Mormon tradition, the angel 
Moroni was the heavenly messenger who ap- 
peared to Joseph Smith and told him where to 
find the hiding place of the two tablets upon 
which was written the Book of Mormon, which

It is difficult to overstate the difficulties under 
the Mormons labored and lived in those 
earliest — at Salt Lake. They were set in 
the middle of « desert upon the shores of a sea

whose blue waters were bitter and acrid in 
mouth. They went to work with their 
bands and dug fertility out of the hilis, 
ao 


lenses of the “ Urim and Thummim.” The figure 
is of wrougbt copper, 12 feet in height, and is 
heavily plated .with gold. It stands more than 
200 feet above the level of the ground. 

The full length of the temple is 186 feet, and 
its width is 99 feet. The height to the top of 
the tallest pinnacle of the highest tower is 
2223s feet. Tne height of the walls is 1674 
feet. The walle are 9 fect thick at the bottom 
and 6 feet thick at the top. There are six 
towers, three at the east end and three at the 
west end of the structure. The temple rests 
upon foot walls 16 feet thick and 16 feet deep. 

The building is lighted by electricity. About 
300 feet from the temple is the boilerand power 
house, which contains four engines to furnish 
power for four dynamos of something over 
2,000 candle power esoh. The figure of the 
angel Moroni is crowned by a lamp of 200 
candle power. The temple is heated by hot 
water conveyed throughout the structure from 
@ twelve-inch main, also leading from the 
power house. Two large passenger elevators 
run in the central tower at the western end. 
The place is ventilated by a system of transoms 
and fans, operated by the touch of an electrical 
button. The building is absolutely tire-proof. 

Winding stairs ascend tothe roof at each of 
the four corners of the building. These are cut 
out of solid granite. There are 200 steps from 
the basement tothe roof. The massiveness of 
the construction of the whole temple is well ex- 
emplified in these stairways. Tho stairs are 
built into the age walls, and the effect is of 
medieval stability in construction. The whole 
basement is thrown together into one great 
room. Its walls are wainscoted and paneled 
with marble, and it has a marble floor. In 
this room is the enormous baptismal font, 
which isa great vase of bronze resting on 
the backs of twelve bronze oxen, life size. 
Three of them look toward the east, thrve to the 
west, three to the north, and three to the south. 

The first and second floors are divided into 
rooms of varying sizes, in which the secret rites 
and ceremonies of the Church are to be beld. 
Among them are the marriage room, the “‘ en- 
dowment room,” the ‘sealing room,” and the 
“oreation reom.” All the decorations aud 
draperies, as well as the permanent constrac- 
tions of the walls and floors, are of the most 
magnificent description. Costly marbles and 
tiling, rare and polished woods, and delieate 
work in metals, porcelain, glass, and textile 
fabrics are all combined to complete the saplen- 
dor of the temple. ; 

The upper fioor, like the basement, consiste 
of one large room, 120 feet long by 80 feet 
wide, besides haliways and anterooms. The 
ceiling is 36 feet above the floor. A gallery 
sweeps around the walls in a graceful curve. 
Including this gallery, the room will seat 
8,000 persons. 6 gallery has a bronze rail- 
ing, and is further adorned with carvings. 
Five large chandeliers and many side lights 
illuminate this room. 

In all parte of the building a conspicuous 
feature of the construction is the great number 
of washbasins, of native onyx, which are built 
into the walls. All the hardware used inthe 
building was made to order, and bears either 
the device of the beehive or the clasped hands, 
the symbols of the Mormon Church, and is 
further ornamented with the motto,“ Holiness to 
the Lord.” Inthe basement all the door knobs 
end hinges are of solid braes, polished. Upon 
the first floor they are plated with gold, on the 
second floor with bright silver, on the third 
fioor with oxidized silver, andon the top floor 
they are of antique brouze.

GINEERS TO BE DEMANDED. 


Totrpo, Ohio, April 6.—Next Tuesday or 
Wednesday the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers will make a formal demand on the Lake 
Shore Company for the reinstatement of the en- 

gineers who left its services on the night of 
March 17 because they would not handle Ann 
Arbor freight cars. Chairman J. W. Watson of 

the Lake Shore Grievance Committee of the 
| brotherhood said to-day that the committee 
would make the request of General Superin- 
tendent Cannilf next week. He thought that 
the company would not besitate to grant the re- 
quest as the men had done only what they were 
in duty bound to do by the brotherhood. 

It is a case that the brotherhood has never 
met before, and it will proceed with consider- 
able eaution in making the request. There was 
some talk among them of quitting the service 
of the Lake Shore last Monday when the de- 
cisions of the Federal court were delivered, 


but this was stopped before it had spread to 
anyextent. There is little doubt that nearly 
every mau will quit the service of the Lake 
Shore Company if the men who dropped out are 
not reinstated when the formal demand is made, 

The men have asked the brotherhood to be re- 
instated, and when the engineers of one road 
refuse to handle another road's property, be- 
cause the brotherhood is at issue with that com- 
pany, the brotherhood ts in duty bound to stand 
by those men if they request rcinstatement. 

An officer of the company said this morning 
that, according to an agreement existing be- 
tween the Lake Shore and the brotherhood, men 
who left ite service voluntarily would be re- 
employed only as new men. 

Laurence Gronland, a New-York Soclalist 
leader, is here and is taking an active interes in 
the matter. In fact, he bas determined to de- 
liver several lectures in Toledo, where there is 
a strong and growing element of socialism. He 
was asked what he thought of the decisions of 
Judges Kicks and Taft, and he said:

The railroad 
managers are also public functionaries, conse- 
quently, if Congress be driven by labor organ- 

zations now united to provide for obligatory 
industrial arbitration, the arrogant managers 
can no longer say: ‘There is nothing to arbi- 
trate.’ 
“ But, of course, it is an immediate blow at 
Arthur’s influence, and he deserves it, for he 
has aoted toward other organizations as a non- 
unionist acts toward aunion. In «few years it 
wiil be seen to be God's will for our future that 
no workingman has a woral right to stay out- 
side the union of his trade.” 
The order of court in the Ann Arbor matter 
involving the engineers and Chief P. M. Arthur 
in substance is as follows: 

“It is ordered thata writ of injunction, pendin 

the hearing of the issues herein, be issued out of and 
under the seal of thia court directed to the defendant, 
Peter Arthur, enjoining and restraining him from 
issuing, promulgating, or continuing in force any 
rule or ofder of any kind ander the rules and regu- 
lations of the association known as the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, or otherwise, which 
shall require or command any employes of any of 
the defendant railroad companies herein to refuse to 
eceive, handle, or deliver any cars of freight to or 
rom the Aun Arbor Road, and aleo from in any way 
directly or indirectiy endeavoring to persuade or in- 
duce an empoye of the railroad companies whose 
lines connect with the Ann Arbor not to extend to 
said company the same facilities tor interchangeing 
of inter-State tratiicoasare extended by said com- 
panies to other railway companies.” 
Chief Arthur was served with a notice of the 
injunction to-day. His attorneys having given 
notice of the appeal the court has fixed the bond

MANAGERS OF THE HUDSON RIVER 


HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE FINALLY 
CONFESSED THE SPREADS WEREF TOO 
ELABORATE — INTERESTING TESTI- 
MONY BY MR. PLATT. 


POUGHKEEPSIF, April 6.—Postmaster John L 
Platt of this place told a remarkable story to- 
day during his examination before the State 
Lunacy Commission, which ia investigating the 
mismanagement and extravagant expenditures 
of the Hudson River State Hospital for the In- 
sane. 

In the course of his examination by ex-Jadge 
Francis R. Gilbert, counsel to the Lunacy Com- 
mission, Mr. Platt tried to show that a Board of 
Managers, of whom he was one, had been de- 
voted friends of the hospital. By way of illus- 
trating his associates’ intense devotion to their 
duties he said in arofreshingly frank manner: 

“Sometimes members of our board returning 
from abroad would meet here, and then the 
board would have elegant, elaborate dinners. 
Now, I believe that some of the expensive 
things that have been spoken of—oranges ata 
dollar a dozen, and such things—were eaten by 
ourselves. The dinners were such elaborate 
affairs that we said to Superintendent Cleave- 
land: ‘You must give us plainer fare.’ Theso 
were gradually made plainer.”’ 

“ Then the principal thing the board did on 
such an occasion was to eat the State dinner,” 
remarked Judge Gilbert. 

“Ob, no,” rejoined the Postmaster hastily. 
“Woe discussed the business of the hospital at 
the dinner between courses, Why, the Secre- 
tary’s book was brought up to the table, and 
business was discussed between courses, as I 
have said.” 

**Do you know whether the board took time 
to go through the hospital and inspect itina 
body as required by law ?’”’ 

“Can’t say they did as a board. I went 
through the building frequently.” 

“Any wine at the dinners!” inquired the 
Judge softly. 

“There was gonerally a little decanter of 
claret on the table. When I say olaret I don’t 
know thatI ought to swear that it was claret. 
I think it was claret.”” Mr. Platt is a teototaler. 

Testimony had been taken previous to Mr. 
Platt’s appearance on the stand to the effect 
that the dinners gotten up atthe hospital for 
the Board of Managers and ofticers of the insti- 
tution were prepared by a chof who received 
$1,500 yearly for his services. He did not cook 
for the insane patients. 

It has also been sworn to that oranges costing 
$1 per dozen, “ Philadelphia chicken,” and vari- 
ous rare delicacies were paid for outof the 
money appropriated for the maintenance of the 
institution. The ‘“ Philadelphia chickens” 
(pronounced “ Filadelfy chickens” here) are 
said to have been capons. 

Mr. Platt denies this story, but, as he to- 
day took occasion to say frequently that he 
was ‘“notan expert on things furnished,” it is 
believed by the investigators that the Postmas.- 


ter may have dined on capon and really regard- 
ed it as “ Filadelfy chicken.” That is what he 
called the bird. 

Mr. Platt gave a mass of contradic tory testi- 
mony. He said that the coal for the institution 
was Vought as low as any one could buy it. Sub- 
sequently he said he believed too much had 
been paid for coal. Possibly he made these 
contradictory statements because he failed to 
understand the clean-cut questions put to him 
by Jucge Gilbert. 

The Postmaster said in one breath that he 
was satistied with the prices paid for supplies 
and in the next admitted that there had been 
“ extravagancies.” 

Mr. Platt’s testimony printed in fall would 
make dreary reading; only choice extracts are 
of interest. He admitted that bis name alone 
figured on about 700 vouchers signed at the 
hospital between December, 1891, and Sept. 
30, 1892. 

“TI was amember of the Board of Managers 
for about eleven years; was appointed by Gov. 
Cornell in 1881,” said Mr. Platw ‘* Up to Janu- 
ary last [ was Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee all the time. I was also a member of the 
Auditing Committee, and thought I was Chair- 
wan of that, too.’’ i 

“Where did you meet to pass on Dille? 
Judge Gilbert.asked. 

**Usually met at the Treasurer’s office or 
steward’s office. Never passed on a Dill until 
after it was paid.” 

“ Were bills audited seperately a 

“The bilis were brought to me for a long time 
and Laudited them. They were audited sepa- 
rately, but usually were sent to me first.’’ 

The Finance Committee seldow, if ever, dealt 
with billeinabody. The Auditing Committee 
did not deem it necessary to meet und audit 
bills. Mr. Platt was examined at length con- 
cerning this slipshod manner of dealing with 
bills, which in the aggregate for eleven years 
amounted to many thousands of dollars. It was 
evident from his testimony that the Board of 
Managers had the utmost confidence in him 
and _ he devoted much time to the auditing 
of bills. 

“ Did you not sorutinize with the utmost care 
the bills submitted to you?” Judge Gilbert 
asked Mr. Platt. 

“T never put my name to paper without 
care,” replied the Postmaster severely. 

Then Judge Gilbert, step by step, led the wit- 
ness into admissions that he had signed Dill 
after bill in which extravagant prices were 
paid for meats. 

Finally the Postmaster said that he had not 
objected to the prices paid, but had *‘ made in- 
quiries about them.” Said he: 

“{ never thought we had the power to reject 
bills. The steward had a right to purchase sup- 
plies. If we didn’t order the bills to be paid the 
State could be made to pay them.” 

* Yoet the board had power to remove any per- 
one Bot doing their duty,” said the Judge. 

se es. 

* You could correct things by removal?”’ 

“Yes; if anything esulficiently gross was 
done.” 

The Postmaster’s attention was called to a re- 

rt made to the Board of Managers, in which 
t was said that the hospital had paid 25 per 
cent. t00 much on its purchases. He remem- 
bered such a report indistinctly. 

‘*As @ newspaper man, did you ever think of 
elt 15 my for proposals for beef and mut- 
ton?” Mr. Platt was asked. 

“That was discussed.” 

“ Did it ever ocour to you that it would be ad- 
visable to advertise?” 

* Not then,” replied the Postmaster angrily, 
“and I don’t think so now. I think it would be 
throwing money away to advertise for pro- 
posals.”’ 

Mr. Platt said the managers of the Hudson 
River Hospital never corresponded with other 
State institutions for the purpose of getting in- 
formation. 

In a lull in the examination, Mr. Platt said 
that he desired to correct a gross misstatement 
which some one had handed out to the press, 
and added: 

“Some wise man has counted 1,381 oysters 
furnished the hospital as s0 many quarts. 
Ievery oyster has been made to appear as a 
quart.” 

“That estimate is made from the figures a 
pearing in the hospital’s report to us,” said 
Secretary Megarr of the Lunacy Commission. 

“Well, it’a wrong,” snapped Mr. Platt. 

“ How about the 47,800 clams and 593 gallons 
of oysters for one year!’ inquired Judge Gil- 
bert, 

‘* You are all wrong abont the oysters.” 

Mr. Platt could remember but one occasion in 
eleven years when a full Board of Managers in- 
spected the hospital. He did aot think the Gov- 
ernor “‘had any business to dictate as to what 
should be done with the eteward.”’ 

The Postmaster declared with considerable 
warmth that faise statements had been given 
out by some one unnamed as to the per capita 
cost of coal consumed at the hospital. [He read 
a tabular statement supporting his allegation. 

Judge Gilbert proved by the witness thatin 
his statement he had omitted figures appearing 
in the hospital's annual report. 

* The reportis amuddle,” said the Postmaster, 
excitedly. 

Judge Gilbert then took up the annual report 
of the hospital, and, item by item, compared it 
with Mr. Piatt’s stutement. The Postmaster 
admitted that the report was “ erroneous,” but 
would not accept the Judge's characterization 
that it was fulse. 

Mr. Platt said he desired to correct another 
gross misstatement as to the cost of beef.

Mr. Pell Is Supervisor of Pelham. 

PeLnaM, April 6.—The Town Board met to- 
day, and after a recount of the votes cast for 
Supervisor at the town election a week ago de- 
olared Sherman T. Pell elected. Mr. Pell is the 
presentincumbent and isa Demoorat. He was 
renominated. His Republican opponent was 
William McAllister. 

On the night of election the count showed 
that Mr. MoAllister had been successful by a 
narrow margin of two or three votes. Mr. Pell 
decided to contest the election and the ballots 
were carefully guarded py two constables to 
prevent their being tampered with. An exam!- 
nation of the ballots to-day showed that the 
apparent majority of Mr. McAllister had been 
caused by an error on the part of some of the 
Inspectors. In many cases the Inspector in de- 
taching the numbered stubs had failed to follow 
the scored line, and in this way had torn into 
the tickets and thus cut off Mr. Pell’s name. 

The recount gives Mr. Pell a majority over 
Mr. MoAllister of sixty-five votes. 


Populists Gain Their Point. 

TOPEKA, Kan., April 6.—Gov. Lewelling has 
finally yielded to the demands of the Populists, 
and will call an extra session of the Legislature 
late in May or early in June. The Populist 
members of the Legislature found on their re- 
turn home much dissatisfaction because they 
had failed to pass a bill regulating 
railways in addition to other legislation 
promised. The result was a number of public 
meetings and long petitions to the Governor, 
asking him to call a special session. As the 
Populist last Winter blocked legislation, and in 
consequence lost much prestige,it is feared 
they will attempt extreme legislation at the 
specia) eession. They must do this to hold their 
party together. 

Gov. Lewelling is consulting only members of 
his own party, and expressly saya he will obey 
hia party caucus demands. 








Canada’s Quarantine Stations. 

OrTTawa, Ontario, April 6.—The Deputy Minis 
ter of Publio Works has returned from the tour 
of inspection of the quarantine stations in the 
Maritime Provinces and reports them properly 
equipped and ready for effective work. The 
station at Grosse Isle will be one of the most 
com plete establishments of the kind in the world, 

Anapplication from the United States Gov- 
ernment for permission to place a medical man 
at the quarantine at Grosse Isle and another 
at Halifax is now under the consideration of the 
Government. It is explained in the application 
that no interference with the Canadian med- 
ical staff is desired, but itis intended simply to 
countorsign certificates of people going to the 
United States. 





A New Capitol for Minnesota. 

Sr. Paut, April 6.—Minnesota is to have a 
new Capitol. The measure providing for one 
passed the House last week and was sent to the 
Governor by the Senate to-day, the vote being 
34 to 19 in ite favor. 

The bill provides that the new structure shall 
cost $2.000,000 and that it shall be constructed 
on the block on which the Capitol now stands, 
and the block to the north of it. The bill pro- 
vides thatthe building must be completed in 
ten yoara.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR MAKING THEIR OWN 
WEATHER PREDICTIONS. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—It is proposed further 

to improve the useful pilot chart issued month- 
ly from the Hydrographic Office iu the Navy 
Department. The officers here are working up 
a set of instructions. which will appear with the 
charts, beginning about July, and which will 
serve asa guidance to mariners in prognosti- 
cating their own weather day by day. 
These instructions are such as have been 
found reliable indications of the weather on the 
ocean, and not only have to do with the usual 
signe of the sailors, but also with the thermo- 
metrical and barometrical readings. They em- 
brace the various methods of judging the 
weather of to-morrow from the simple signs of 
the ‘“‘ancient mariner,’ who found s premuni- 
tion in the circles around the moon, te some- 
thing quite scientific and reliable. 

The Hydrographic Ottice hopes to obtain dur- 
ing the next yeur additional sources of infor- 
wation to those now possessed. The laying of 
the cable between the Azores and Brest will 
afford a means of knowing the weather in the 
central Western Atlantic, and will furnish re- 
ports from # part of the ocean now without 
cable connection with the mainlend. The ex- 
isting connections with Bermuda and the West 
Indies and the mail reports which come in daily 
from stenmers and sailing veesele furnish an 
immense amount of information which is the 
basis of the forecasts from the Hydrographio

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FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 
New-York, Thursday, April 6—P. M. 

Tho advance in the market halted to-day and 
the trading was much less active. There was 
no pronounced weakness anywhere, but the 
leading operators seemed to be holding prices 
in check. With few exceptions the day’s busi- 
ness resulted in only fractional changes. The 
news was generally favorable. The exports of 
gold are not likely to be as large as had been 
anticipated, and the tone of foreign exchange 
Was somewhat easier. The passage of the Max- 
imum Sale bill by the Nebraska State Senate 
Was regarded as likely to tell against the roads 
doing business in that State, and it was perhaps 
due to that belief that Burlington stock was 


weak. 
The industrials, with the exception of Sugar, 


were inactive. Sugar was fairly active and was 
permitted by the ring controlling it to decline 
144 points.

NO TELEPHONE REFORM LIKELY. 


——_ 
ANOTHER HEARING I8 ORDERED AND 
THE TIME 18 TOO SHORT. 


ALBANY, A*pril 6.—This Legislature will not at- 
tempt to reform telephone charges. A sec- 
ond hearing took place before the Miscellaneous 
Corporations Committee of the Senate this aft- 
ernoon on Senator McMahon’s (Dem., New- 
York,) bill for the appointment of a commission 
and the reduction of charges, and at the close 
Chairman Plunkitt announced that a final 
hearing would be given next week. 

Inasmuch as the Legislature will adjourn sine 
die on April 20, any chance of passing the bill 
in the Senate, even in the event of the com- 


mittee’s aking a favorable report, which is 
highly improbable, has been dissipated. 

On behalf of the telephone subscribers ap. 
peared G. Waldo Smith, President of the Whole- 
sale Grocers’ Association, and H. H. Brockway, 
representing the hotel keepers. 

r. Smith said the Telephone Company ot 
New-York City began by charging $60 a year, 
and had increased its charge until it is now 
$240. He had investigated telephone charges 
in Europe personally, and had found that they 
were as follows: London, $100; Paris, $8U; 
Berlin, $80; Naples, $25; Rome, $20, and Bwit- 
zerland from $19 to $24, 

The net profits of the Metropolitan Company 
last year were about $3,400,000. These were 
exorbitant profits. It was absurd to say that 
the increase in subscribers increased the oost of 
the service. The telephone subscribers asked 
the Legislature for relief. 

Realizing that the sentiment of the committee 
was hostile to his bill, Gen. MoMahon offered a 
substitute fixing the rate of chargesin New- 
York at $100. 

David B. Parker, General Manager of the 
Metropolitan Telephone Cowpany, submitted a 
stutoment, part of whioh is as follows: 

“The annual net earnings of the telephone busi- 
ness in New-York City for the past two years have 
not averaged 6 per cent. on the actual casn capital 
invested in the plant. 

“The dividends which have been paid upon the 
capital stock of the telephone company since ite or- 
ganization average less than 744 per cent. a year. 
‘he capital is not watere1. 

“Subscribers are supplied with metallic circuit 
equipment and service for $150 per year or with a 
special direct line for $240 per year, and they are at 
iberty to select whichever of these classes best suite 
the requirements of their business. 

“The actual costto the company of maintaining 
telephone servicein New-York City per sabscriber 
is ven greater than that in any other city in the 
world.

SENATE OFFICERS ELECTED 


—_—@——— 
END OF THE DISGRACEFUL 
WRANGLE IN WASHINGTON. 


(AQ DEMOCRATIC COMPROMISE FINALLY 
ACCEPTED BY THE REPUBLICANS— 
THE NEW OFFICERS NOT TO TAKE 
CHARGE UNTIL THE NEW _ CON- 
GRESS COMES TOGETHER. 


| WASHINGTON, April 6.—The country is to be 
spared the spectacic of a wrangle in the Senate 
over a few ollices ranging in rank from the Bec- 
retary of the honorable body tg the ooal heaver 
in the basement of the Senate wing. Mr. Gor- 
man and his Democratic colleagues, finding the 
Republicans determined to hold on to the of- 
fices as long as they possibly could, concluded 
to extract all the honor possible out of the sit- 
uation by offering a resolution calling for the 
election of the Democratic officers recently 
agreed upon, with the understanding that they 
were not to assume their duties until the assem- 
bling of the Fifty-third Congress, either in ex- 
traordinary or in regular session. 

This disposition was so fair that the Repub- 
Moan Senators could do nothing but accept it. 
At first there was a disposition to postpone ac 
tion upon it until to-morrow, but Mr. Gorman 
insisted that it be disposed of to-day. It re- 
quired nearly an hour for the Senators to reach 
@ vote on the proposition, once it wae fairly be- 
@ore them. 

In many respects the proceedings reminded 
the people in the galleries of the memorial 
pervices which have been held so many times in 
the Chamber during the last year. Eulogies of 
the retiring officials were pronounced by at 
least tive Senators, and others would have will- 
ingly talked but for the anxiety of the majority 
to proceed to the consideration of executive 


business. 

Mr. Manderson first took the floor and made 
an explanation of the Republican position. The 
tranefer of the offices at this time, he said, was 
not opposed by the minority out of a desire to 
worry the Democrats or to take unfair ad- 
vantage of them. Their position was based on 
the higher ground that it would be contrary to 
precedent to change the force in an extraordi- 
nary session. Although attempte had been 
made in various years to effect this change, 
|they had failed because of the deep-rooted 
‘aversion of the Senate to break down the tra- 
ditions of the honorable body. Speaking for 
himself, Mr. Manderson said he was sorry that 
the ancient custom of permitting the employes 
to remain until they became unable to perform 
their duties had ever been abandoned. The fact 
that his own party had broken down this ous- 
tom was an additional source of discomfort to 
him. 

The present proposition of the Democratic 
Benators was eminentiy fair, he said, and he 
‘was sure there would not be any opposition to 
it. lt would relieve the Senate from the impu- 
tation of quarreling over a few offices, and en- 
abie the change to be made in a dignitied way. 

Mr. Manderson then paid a handsome compli- 
ment to Gen. McCook, sergeant at Arms Valen- 
tine, and the other officials who are soon to re- 
tire from the service of the Senate. He was 
followed by Mr. Gorman, who deplored the 
political necessity of deposing from oltice men 
who had served the Senate faithfully for many 
years. Gen. Palmer devoted a few minutes to 

raise of Gen. MoCook, who had served under 
Pim in the war. Then Senator Voorhees told 
how handsomely he had been treated by Gen. 
MoCook and his assistants in the last eight or 
‘ton years, and expressed his regret that they 
must soon part. 

Senator Harris could not let the opportunity 
pass without saying o good word forthe desk 
Zorce also. Senator Blackburn of Kentucky de- 
livered a five-minute speech which must have 
made Gen. McCook’s ears burn. en he had 
concluded, the Gorman resolution was adopted 
without a division. 

Then Mr. Gorman sent to thedesk resolutions, 
which were also adopted, declaring that William 
R. Cox, Richard Bright, and Dr. J. W. Milburn 
were elected respectively Secretary, Sergeant at 
Arms, and Chaplain of the Senate. Thus ended 
the conflict for the offices which at one time 
promised to keep the Senate in session a month, 
at least, fonger thau was contemplated on 
Maroh 4. 

The reference to an extraordinary session in 
the resolution has given riseto the report that 
Mr. Gorman has positive knowledge that an 
®xtra session will be called by the President not 
later than September.

Soon after their arrival the two distinguished

It is understood that they urged upon Mr. 
Cleveland the advisability of appointing as 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue ex-Repre- 
sentative John B. Storm of Stroudeburg, who 
Das already been mentioned in connection with 


this ottice. There are several candidates for 
the Commissiouership. Lhe Democratic oppo- 
pwents of Mr. Harrity in Pennsylvania 
would like to see Judge Edwin C. 
Harvey of Alientown secure it. Jobo 3. Miller 
of West Virginis is known to cherish the hope 
that Mr. Cleveland wili select him to supervise 
‘the internal revenue branch of the Govern-

For District At- 
torney of Western Pennsylvania they are said 
to have named ex-Senator Harry Hall as the 
best man. Mr. George A. Jenks of Pennsylvania, 
who was prominently mentioned for Attorney 
General when Mr. Cleveland was engaged in 
constructing his Cabinet, is said to be opposed 
to the nomination of Mr. Hall to this position, 
and Pennsylvanians pow in the city are of opin- 
iou that he would come to Washington to pro- 
test against hisappointmentif he thought the 
President was seriously contemplating making 
it. There are half a dozen candidates for this 
position, and the knowing ones predict that 
there willbe arowif Hall is named. Frank 
lames, a brother of the Pennsylvania guardsman 
who was strang up by the thumbs at the time 
of the Homestead riot, wante Mr. Oleveland to 
give him the office. He is backed by Kepre- 
sentative Sipe of Pennsylvania. 

Gov. Pattison and Mr. Harrity will return 
home Friday. It is believed that as a result of 
their visit there will soon be anumber of iwm- 
portant nominations which will interest Penn- 
sylvania Democrats.

THE RUSSIAN TREATY. 


SENATORS NOT ALLOWED TO ANSWER 
LETTERS CONCERNING IT. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—The Senate seems to 
be acting very stupidly about the Russian ex- 
tradition treaty. If the sensible thing had been 
done, which is a good deal to expect of the Sen- 
ate when it has a chance to choose between 
doing asensible thing and asserting its priv- 
jlege of keeping things very dark, the treaty 
would have been made public as soon as it had 
been agreed upon, subject to the approval of 
the other party to thé negotiation. 

Since the report leaked out that the Senate 
had ratified the convention, there have been 
many letters sent to this city, asking that the 
treaty be yet defeated inthe Senate. When 
they were sent to a Senator there was no reply, 
for the rules of the Senate prohibit a Senator 
from discussing a matter which the Senate has 
under consideration. And this was the case 
both with the Senators who were for the treaty 


and who were opposed toit. Some of the Sena- 
tors who believe the treaty to be sound and 
safe, desire to have it published to prove their 
ood judgment in supporting it. Others, who 
Belleve that it is absolutely unsafe to trust to 
the classification of crimes by the Russian code, 
consider it an imposition upon the public to 
keep from it the provisions of a convention 
which may be approved because the people do 
not have a proper opportunity to manifest the 
opposition to it which may be justified. 

An Eastern Senator, who bas many constit- 
who have relatives, friends, and 
in Russia, and who write 
him that a treaty made up to. suit 
the Russians may be an instrument of 
cruelty if carried out, says that it is but re- 
cently that hie attention has been directed to 
the séverity of the Russian code, to ite imputa- 
tion of guilt to the kin of criminals, and its 
harsh punishment of those who happen to be 
near the scene of a crime against the sovereign’s 
family. This Senator declares that if he had 
been aware of the probable application of this 
code to the United States in carrying out the 
extradition of an alleged criminal, his permis- 
sion would never have been given to sending 
the treaty to St. Petersburg for approval 

As the treaty must come back to the Senate 
before it becomes effective, there will, of course, 
be more discussion of it. In the meantime, 
owing to the custom of regarding such negotia- 
tions as secret until the time for proclamation, 
all of the requests and appeals to Senators by 
citizens have to be ignored, owing to the rule 
that treaties shall not be discussed while pend- 
ing. The failure of the Senate to publish the 
qreaty after it has decided to approve It is but an- 
other exhibition of the owlishness of that 
“most august of all deliberative bodies.” It 
may yet uncover the treaty before the session 
is ended and give the public a chance to see it 
as it has been sent to St. Petersburg for the ap- 
proval of the Czar. The American people are 
entitled to have an opinion of tho treaty, even 
if itshould happen to veto the opinion of the 
Russian monarch.

OVER A HUNDRED FOURTH-CLASS POST- 
MASTERS APPOINTED THURSDAY. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—Postmaster General 
Bissell concluded to-day to withdraw his order 
of Wednesday barring members of the press 
from an inspection of the lists of appointments 
and removals of Postmasters. The order was 
due to misstatements concerning the work of 
the Fourth Assistant Postmaster General’s dé- 
partment, and it was rescinded when the fact 
was brought to Mr. Bissell’s notice that mis- 
statements would necessarily be the rule if all 
access to the records was cut off. 

While a great many appointments have al- 
ready been made of fourth-class Postmasters, 
the fact should be borne in mind by those dis- 
posed to criticise the Administration, that there 
are more than 60,000 of these offices, and sev- 
eral thousand resignations have already been 
received. If Mr. Maxwell were to proceed no 
faster than he is operating at present, he would 
get about half way through the list in a year, 
supposing that he intended to remove every 
Republican Postmaster in the service. Prob- 
ably two-thirds of the appointments thus far 
made by him have been to fill vacancies caused 
by resignation or death, or because of the fact 
that the incumbents had served out their full 
terms. 

To-day 131 new Postmasters were named. Of 
this number 72 were to till vacancies caused by 
resignations and deaths, and 59 to fill vacancies 
due to removais. It is asserted by the depart- 
ment that 26 of the Postmasters removed had 
served four years and over, and 33 had served 
over three years.

SENATOR GORMAN MAKES THEM A 8IG- 
NIFICANT SPEECH. 


BALTIMORE, Md., April 6.—The great topic of 
discussion to-day in this State was the publica- 
tion this morning of the speech which Senator 
Gorman made yesterday to the delegation 
which went to Washington to present the name 
of Mr, Clagett for Internal Revenue Collector. 
In his speech the Senator said: 

**I believe in being frank with all my friends.

Mr. Laird, the gentleman referred to, is the 
able young Democrat who has fought Gorman 
more than apy person in Maryland. He is men- 
tioned for oftice. 

This speech is accepted by many as evidence 
that Senator Gorman will not control the ap- 
pointments of this State. Intimations of that 
kind have been frequent. Senators Gorman and 
Gibson and the six Representatives have organ- 
ized a sort of office-distributing association, and 
every name has to go before its caucus. 

The enigma in Maryland is whethor Senator 
Gorman is lying low se as to get credit for all 
that is done, or whether he has given up the 
game and acknowledged that the President 
would not be advised by him, as he was eight 
years ago, when Maryland appointments did not 
add vo the glory of the Administration. 

Mr. Gorman’s speech of yesterduy is accepted 
by many as indicating that he has lost faith in 
his own strength. The Gorman men in Mary- 
land are very much disheartened, but they still 
have hopes.

BUT MR. BEARDSLEY. SUCCEEDED

Mr. Louis Beardsley, a private inspector of 
gas and water meters, with an office at 117 
West Forty-second Street, some ten days ago 
called on Inspector McLaughlin and stated that 
he had been cheated out of $500. 

Mr. Beardsley, it appeared, had been trying 
to pick winners at the Guttenberg race track. 
In this he had been assisted by a person known 
as ** Buck,” a race-track “tout.’’ Some few 
weeks ago “ Buck” and Mr. Beardsley met at 
the Coleman House. “ Buck” told Beardsley 
that he had no “sure thing” on the races for 
him that day. He offered, however, to intro- 
duce Mr. Beardsley to a faro dealer whom he 
knew. 

“ You couldn't have asurer thing than play- 
ing with Eaton,” said “ Buck.”’ “He thinks 
there’s nothing in the game he don't know.”’ 

One or two days afterward a youngish-look- 
ing man with a smooth face and equally smooth 
inanner was brought by * Buck” to Mr. Beards- 
ley’s office and introduced as Mr. Howe. “ Mr. 
Howe,” whom the police know as George 
Eaton, and whose picture is No. 1,651 in the 
Rogues’ Gallery, stated to Mr. Beardsley that 
he was the dealer for a faro bank kept by a cer- 
tain wealthy man, who bad “thrown him 
down,” that he in turn wished to “throw 
down” the wealthy man, and that in order to 
do this he would, if Mr. Beardsley would come 
into the game with $1,000 to stake, so fix it, 
being dealer, that he, Mr. Beardsley, would win 
—_ all his (Mr. Howe’s) money and more be- 

es. 

Mr. Beardsley agreed, but not having the 
capital required he got permission to take in 
hie friend Mr. Frederick Covb, a speculator. 
These two subscribed $500, and on the night of 
Jan. 28 went to a room at 252 West Fourteenth 
Street, where they met “Mr. Howe” and two 
other men,one of whom was introduced as 
James Pent, the owner ofthe bank, and the 
other asa Mr. Meserole. Itdid not take long 
for the shearing process to be most consoclen- 
tiously performed by Mesars. **‘ Howe,” “ Pent”’ 
& Co. Mr. Beardsley and Mr. Cobb went out 
into the night air with not a greenback left of 
their $500, 

Inspector MoLaughlin promised that he would 
look up tue case. 

A few days later Mr. Beardsley paid the In- 
spector another visit. Eaton had met him on 
Broadway, he said, and after explaining away 
the occurrences of Jan. 28 by plausible ex- 
cuses, said that he would give him an opportu- 
nity to recoup bis former losses and rake in a 
rich profit, if he would come to Room 104 in 
the Colonnade Hotel, 726 Broadway, with 
$1,000 with which to break the bank. 

“ What shall I do, Inspector!” asked Beards- 
ley. ‘Shall I play?” 

* Play, by all means,” answered the Inspect- 
or. ‘‘1]’ll take a hand in the game.” 

Beardsley kept his appointment at the Colon- 
nade, meeting ‘‘ Howe,” “ Pent,” and “ Mese- 
role” as before. Five detectives burst in on 
the men in the very middle of the game, and 
the three gamblers, with their *‘layout,’”’ were 
taken to Police Headquarters. 

“*Meserole”’ gave his name as William H. 
Marshall, a olerk, aged thirty-seven, of 117 
West Twenty-eighth Street, while “Pent” 
turned out to be James Pendleton, also a clerk, 
aged fifty-eight, of 160 West Twenty-fifth 
Street. ‘“‘ Howe’’ has been long known to the 
police as George Eaton, an expert “‘ zold-brick”’ 
man, confidence man, and general swindler.

DEFENSE DROPPED IN 

CELEBRATED GAME CASE. 


THE 


THE sTATE $450 RICHER BECAUSE OF 
THE SERVING OF WOODCOCK OUT 
OF SEASON AT THE FASHIONABLE 
RESTAURANT — GAME PROTECTOR 


KIDD HAD THE BIRDS’ HEADS. 


“State against Delmonico” was called in the 
City Court yesterday, and tho suit dismiesed on 
motion of Assistant District Attorney Town- 


send. 

The case, which had attracted much public 
interest, was a proceeding against the defend- 
ants for serving and selling woodcock out of 
season, and it was settled by the defendants 
paying on the spot a fine of $350 and costs to 
the State. The fine was $25 for each bird sold, 
fourteen in all, and $100 was added for costs of 
court. 

The history of this prosecution is an interest- 
ing one. In the Summer of 1890 a wealthy gen- 
tleman, a keen sportsman, Mr. Gardner Van 
Nostrand of Newburg was dining at Delmoni- 
co's with friends, and was surprised to hear an 
order for woodcock given by a party at a neigh- 
boring table. 

The law prohibits the sale of the birds from 
Feb. 1 to Aug. 31, inclusive. Mr. Van Nostrand 
did not believe the game would be served, but 
he was mistaken. Genuine woodcock were 
brought to the table. 

Game Protector Willard Kidd lives at New- 
burg, and, meeting him in the street a few days 
afterward, Mr. Van Nostrand spoke of the Del- 
monico incident. Mr. Kidd was disposed to 
think that Mr. Van Nostrand might be mis- 
taken, and that the game he saw served at Del- 
monico’s was English snipe or doe birds, or 
even Englieh sparrows, which are not under 
the protection of the laws. Mr. Van Nostrand 
Was quite sure that the birds were not doebirds, 
for that variety of game has a crooked Dill, 
while that of the woodcock is straight. But to 
make assurance doubly sure the two gentlemen, 
with a few friends aiso interested in the matter, 
came down to the oity a few days later and 
dined at Delmonico’s. They got woodcook, sure 
enough. 

On that occasion Game Protector Kidd 
took away with him in his pooket the heads 
of the birds served to the party, for identitica- 
tion in the event of legal proceedings. 

On several subsequent occasions the Game 
Protector, accompanied by witnesses, dined at 
Delmonico’s with the same result, till the heads 
of fourteen birds had been obtained. All this 
was in July and August, 1890. 

Legal proceedings were begun by the Game 
Proteotor against the restaurant keeper, and the 
defendants answered with a general denial, 
and an intimation that they would prove that 
the birds were not woodcock at all, but tine 
specimens of English snipe, which they hada 
right under the law to serve and sell. 

The case was postponed from time to time, 
till at last no further delay was admissible. 

Mr. Delmonico declared that it was his duty as 
a restaurateur to serve his customers with 
whatever viands they desired at all seasons of 
the year. He had always done this, and always 
should doit whatever happened, and neither 
did he pe 86 to pay any tines. If his custom- 
ers desired them and were willing to pay, as 
they generally were, he weuld procure hum- 
ming birds or bumblebees for them in season or 
out of season. 

But when the defendants learned that the 
State had procured an array of witnesses with 
expert testimony, including Prof. Kennedy of 
the American Museum of Natural History, who 
had numberless specimens of woodcook, Eng- 
lish snipe, and allother game birds, and that 
there was no possibility of proving the heads 
and bille of the birds taken from the restaurant 
by the Game Protector, to be any other than 
those of woodcock, they concluded to drop their 
defense. 

Mr. Robert B. Roosevelt, Jr., President of the 
Fish and Game Protective Association of this 
city, said toa Nkw-York Times reporter that 
he was much gratified at the result of the Del- 
monico case, as he believed it would tend to 
discourage the illicit trade in unseasonable 
game, which had grown to large proportions. 
{t ought to bea lesson to Delmonico as well 
as to other caterers. If they would decline to 
serve and sell game birds out of season there 
would soon be no inducement for marketmen 
to keep them on hand, and that would puta 
stop to the hunter in his poaching expeditions. 

President L. D. Huntington of the State Fish 
and Game Commission said that the commis- 
sion was doing ail in its power to stop the 
slaughter of game birds or the catohing of fish 
out of season, and he believed that considerable 
impression had been made of late. 

he number of game protectors would most 
likely be increased in the future, and so strict a 
surveillance kept upon poachers and illegal 
game dealers in the market with prompt pro- 
ceedings against them in the event of detection, 
that strong hopes were entertained of ridding 
the State entirely of its fish and game enemies. 


DIDN’T ROB THE FRENCH BANE. 
——_»——_— 
IT OWED PRESIDENT HEUREAUX MONEY 
AND THE SHERIFF ACTED. 


F. L. Vasquez, Consul General from San 
Domingo to the United States, made an official 
denial yesterday of the reports lately printed 
throughout this country in regard to the ac- 
tion of Ulises Heureaux, President of the Re- 
public of San Domingo, toward the French 
Bank located at his capital. 

It was stated that the President, being short 
of funds, took adetachment of his army last 
month, broke into the vaults of the bank, stole 
$62,000 and decamped to the frontier, near the 
Haitian border. 

Seilior Vasquez says: ‘“‘I am just in receipt 
of official as well as personal statements 
via steamer Ozama. President Heureaux had 
recovered in the Supreme Court of San Do- 
mingo a personal judgment against the French 
Bank for amounts due himself, and which he 
had been unable to collect for some months. 
The bank officials, in an obstreperous manner, 
refused to pay the judgment, and, with a show 
of hostility, pointed to the bristling guns of a 
French man-of-war at anchor in the harbor, and 
detied the decree of the courts. 

“Thereupon the matter passed from his hands 
into those of the Sheriff, who with his deputies, 
went to the bank and demanded immediate pay- 
ment. This being refused, the Sheriit’s party, 
at his command, broke through the outer door, 
drove away the clerks, and began to drill out 
the locks of the safe, which took a long time. 

“There was plenty of time then for the re- 
straining hand of the French Navy, but it did 
not offer resistance. After obtaining access to 
the money drawer, the Sheriff himself took 
therefrom the amount of the judgment, with 
costs, and quietly withdrew and deposited the 
amount with the Clerk of the Court. The ac- 
tion was precisely the same as it would have 
been had it ooourred in thiscity. The President 
did not leave town, nor is it probable that he 
has yet been paid the money due him by the 
Clerk of the Court.

HUSBAND AND WIFE REUNITED. 


A PRETTY STORY WHICH IS APPARENT- 
LY A LITTLE WEAK AS TO FACT. 


A pretty story was told in the Philadelphia 
Press yesterday of the reunion of a husband 
and wife under conditions well adapted to the 
field of fiction. The scene was laid at Andover, 
a village near Roxborough, where the pastor of 
the Congregational chureh, the Rey. Samuel 
Freeland, invited to his pulpit last Sunday the 
Rev. James Rodman of New-York. 

In the midst of Mr. Rodman’s sermon a wo- 
man fainted and was carried out. Mr. Rod- 
man gave the incident little attention, but 
as he was leaving the church he was asked to 
step into the pastor’s study, where the fainting 
woman had gone. As soon as he saw her his 
manner became greatly excited, and he ex- 
claimed, ‘‘Is it her ghost? Mary!” 

Explanations brought out that they were hus- 
band and wife. Both were injured in the great 
Chicago fire in 1871, and when they recovered 
each supposed the other dead. 

In time Mrs. Rodman remarried, and later 
became a widow. Mr. Rodman abandoned 
business for the ministry. Mere chance brought 
them together at Andover. 

Since the story was printed without date lines, 
Andover is presumably near Philadelphia. The 
line between romance and fact becomes sharply 
drawn at this point. The Congregational Year 
Book fails to mention either pastor. There is 
no recorded Congregational church at any An- 
ytd or Roxborough in Pennsylvania or New- 

ersey. 

The Rev. James Rodman is not known in the 
New-York Directory. The Presbyterian Annual 
mentions a Rey. Daniel Freeland, but he is in 
the West. Thereis no Presbyterian chureh at 
Andover, Penn., but there is one at Andover, 
N. J. Of this churoh the Rev. James M. Hunt- 
ing is pastor.

WORE STOPPED BY THE MANHATTAN TO.

The revenue marine officers in charge of the 
New-York anchorage grounds have received in- 
structions from the Treasury Department to 
permit the Long Island Railroad authorities to 
drive a series of piles in the “East River below 
the Brooklyn Bridge.

IN TRIAL. 


SKILLFUL CROSS EXAMINATION OF 


PROF. LOOMIS—ATTEMPT TO SHOW 
SUPERFICIAL EXAMINATION OF MRS. 
BUCHANAN’S ORGANS—POINTS FOR 
THE DEFENSE. 


It was predicted that the trialof Dr. Robert 
W. Buchanan, in the Court of General Sessions, 
for poisoning his wife, would become notable 
because of the manner in which expert testi- 
mony would be handled by the defense, and that 
prediction has been verified. Great experts 
have had it pretty muoh all their own way while 
on the witness stand in poisoning cases in the 
past, but the expert cross-examined in this case 
yesterday, Prof. Henry P. Loomis, world-re- 
nowned as a pathologist and the visiting physi- 
cian at Bellevue Hospital, has had such an 
experience as he never has had before. 

Prof. Witthaus, Prof. Doremus, and Dr. Prud- 
den, the other experts for the prosecution, as 
famous as Prof. Loomis, sat in court awaiting 
their own coming uncomfortableness. 

It was all due to W. J. O'Sullivan, a lawyer, of 
whom not much was ever heard untilhe cameinto 


this case to handle the expert side of it for the 
defense. That he never has been heard of does 
not militate against him, for he is a young man 
who must have spent his life to good advantage, 
as he holds the degress of M. D. and LL. B. 
from Yale; of B. A. from the University of 
Edinburgh, and of M. R. V. 8. C. from the Uni- 
versity of London. He is a member of the bar 
of this State and of Connecticut. 

Prof. Loomis took the stand when court con- 
venea yesterday morning, and when it ad- 
journed, Mr. O’Sullivan was not through with 
him, and may not be for another day or two. 

It was Prof. Loomis, with Dr. Prudden, who 
made the autopsy on the body of Mra. Bu- 
cbhanan when it was exhumed forty-three days 
after burial, and they afterward submitted the 
brain and other organs to microscopic exami- 
nation, Their purpose was to find a cause 
of death. The stomach and other parts were 
given to Prof. Whitthaus and Prof. Doremus for 
ehemical analysis. Itis because the patholo- 
gists, Prof. Loomis and Dr. Prndden, did not 
_ find a cause of death, and because the chemists, 

Prof. Witthaus and Prof. Doremus, did find 
mo e and atropine in the stomach, that Dr. 
a. is being tried tor poisoning his wife. 

Prof. Loomis related the story of the autopsy 
and his subsequent examinations in reply to 
the questions of District Attorney Nicoll. His 
report was in writing, and its medical terms 
would make itas Greek to the average man. 
He said that the body appeared as if it hud been 

sDuried but a fews days. @ examined for ex- 
ternal symptoms that might indicate cause of 
death and found none. 

He found about sixteen ounces of fluid in 
the abdomen, which he decided was embalming 
fluid. The lungs were found to be normal. The 
embalming fluid was in them, too. Nothing ab- 
normal was found about the heart, except that 
the embalming fiuid had found its way into it. 

He said he found no lesion on either the 
heart or the lungs. The kidneys were found to 
be normal. e spleen was d posed, but 
appeared to be normal. The liver appeared to 
be perfectly aw iy 4 Two small internal 
tumors were found, but witness thought that 
these could bave had nothing todo with the 
woman's death. 

The brain was being examined by Prof. 
Loomis’s assistant at the same time. It was of 
a light gray color, and on the surface there was 
no serum. There was no suggestion of emboli 
about the blood vessels at the base of the brain. 
There was no suggestion of any infammation of 
the brain. There wasno sign of hemorrhage. 
The ventricles had no fiuid in them, and blood 
was absent in the main brain channels through 
which it circulates. 

The story of the subsequent microscopical ex- 
awinations of the brain and other parts which 
he retained was a very longone. Itall amounted 
to the fact that his examinations had failed to 
reveal any cause for the woman's death. 

That is what the prosecution wants. Itisnow 
for the expert chemists te testify to the finding 
of the morphine and atropine, and that is the 
prosecation’s case. 

The moment that Mr. O’Sullivan started in 
with bis cross-examination it was evident that 
the keynote of it was to be that the examina- 
tions made by the experts had been superficial, 
and that after doing that his object was to show 
that their own pathological report contradicted 
their testimony by revealing causes for death 
which they had overlooked. He is not at all im- 
petuous in crossexamination, but rather goes 
about his task as a pape might in ascertain- 
ing how well a pupil had learned his leason. 

* What instructions,” he asked, “ did you re- 
occive from Mr. Nicoll when he employed you to 
make this pathological examination!” 

“Mr. Nicoll told me to find out what the 
woman died of and, if possible, to find out espe- 
cially whether she had died of cerebral hem- 
morrhage. I think at that time Mr. Nicoll gave 
me some understanding of the suspicions of the

Loomis had teken to examine in June had first 
been examined the following September, and 
then only superficially, and then the final ex- 
amination, on which the pathological report 
was based, was not made until Jan. 10. 

“ Have you got the notes of the autopsy or 
any notes you took of the microscopical exam- 
ination?” asked Mr. O’Sullivan. 

No, Sir; I have not.” 

“Isitnot your custom to take notes when 
you make microscopical examinations!” 

“Only when I want to preserve data. In this 
ease I only desired to arrive at one definite ocon- 
clusion.” 

* How many other brains were you examin- 
ing under the microscope as the same time that 
you had Mrs. Buchbanan’s!”’ 

“ Four or five.” 

“ Andin examining all these brains, among 
which was thatof Mrs. Buchanan, you relied 
on your memory entirely for the tinal report!’’ 

**No; I took notes on Mrs. Buchanan’s brain.”

Mr. O’Sullivan’s line of questions then made 
Prof. Loomis admit that in his examination ef 
the radial artery for arthroma he had simply 
lifted it on his finger and made an inoision. 

On such examination the pathologica! report 
declared the radial artery to be ali right. By 
his questioning, however, Mr. O'Sullivan made 
the witness further admit that every other por- 
tion of the radial artery, except the part which 
he opened, might have been affected with 
arthroma, and he not have known it from the 
examination which he made. 

* Have you any knowledge of the embalming 
fluid used on the body of Mrs. Buchanan? ”

TAMMANYITES OF THE NINTH DISTRICT

Go 
back to your district, select your leader and 
your selection will be satisfactory to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee.” 

The visiting delegation was rather abashed at 
this and withdrew. Later they-held a meeting 
and the roll of the 367 members of the Ninth 
District was called forthe purpose of seeing 
how many members of the committee could be 
depended upon to vote for James W. Boyle or 
for @ candidate to benamed by him. Those 
present vouched for as many others as they 
could and the “poll” taken in this way showed 
280 men for Mr. Boyle. 

Bheriff Gorman, who was leader of the die 
trict for several years prior to Mr. Fitzpatriok’s 
time, is leading the opposition to Mr. Boyle, 
but whether in his own interestor in the inter- 
est of John P. Hilley or some one who will be 
named at the last moment is not certain.

GHOST OF A HORSE SHOW.

SUIT BROUGHT ON BILL FOR

LIGHT- 


The ghost of the unfortunate outdoor horse 
show held at Manhattan Field last year was 
called up yesterday in the City Court. The 
Mount Morris Electric Light Company fur- 
nished nineteen are lights for the show, and put 
ina bill for $1,900, which the officials refused 
to pay on the ground that the lights were abso- 
lutely worthless. The company instituted suit, 
and yesterday the action was begun before 
Judge Newburger. 

In their answer to the complaint, the horse- 
show people alleged that the light was so poor 
that the spectators couldn’t tella hurse from a 
hitching post at night, and that this fact was 
largely responsible for the failure of the enter- 
prise. 

To offset this the plaintiffs called Weather 
Observer Dunn, by whom they sought to prove 
that the show Was ruined by constant rain and 
not by poor lighting arrangements. 

Col. Jay, the President of the Horse Show So- 
ciety, testified that the judging of horses at 
night had to be abandoned entirely because of 
the inadequate lighting. The society had spent 
$35,000, the Colonel said, on the show, and 
owed $35,000 more, If the lights had been 
good, he thought the affair would probably have 
been a financial success. 

Dr. Rush Snippen Huidekoper and Janes F. 
Hyde were also called by the defense. The case 
will probably be vonoluded to-day. 





Manufacturers Will Try Again. 
The members of the Clothing Manufacturers’ 
Association were rather surprised at Judge Bar- 
rett’s decision against them, and did not like 
censure that was administered to them, but 
they came tothe conclusion that the decision 
was based on technical error in the application 
for the injunctions.

Hammerslaugh had assured them tliat he had 
notdone any work for the association, and 
thereupon the meeting declared the strike off. 





To Find the Magnetic Pole’s Location. 


Col. W. H. Gilder proposes to make a magnetic 
survey of the area surrounding the north mag- 
netic pole, and be is anxious to interest the 
Chamber of Commerce in the undertaking. 

In a letter which John Austin Stevens read at 
the meeting of the Chamber yesterday, Col. 
Gilder asked that a committee be appointed to 
consider the subject of the finances of the expe- 
dition and to raise and take charge of a fund 


for maintaining it. The request was referred 
tothe Committee on Foreign Commerce. 

Col. Gilder wrote that he proposed to start 
north in June or July to determine the present 
location of the magetio pole. Instruments and 
observers for the work would be supplied by 
the United States Coast and Geodetic Survey, but 
there was no fund in that bureau from which 
the cost of transportation and maintenance of 
the party in the Held could be defrayed, so that 
money for that purpose would have to be ob- 
tained by voluntary subscriptions. From 
$20,000 to $25,000 would be required.

THE VAN EMBURGH WILL CONTEST. 


CLOSING ARGUMENTS MADE IN THE 


CASEKE—DECISION RESERVED. 


The final arguments in the contest over the 
will of Mrs. Levinia C. Van Emburgh were made 
before Surrogate Stephens of Richmond Coun- 
ty yesterday. Decision in the case was reserved. 
Mrs, Van Emburgh died in January at the home 
of her physician, Dr. Bamue) A. Robinson of 
West Brighton, 8. I By her will Dr. Robinson 
was made sole executor and residuary legatee 
ofher estate. Alexander W. Farrell of this 
city, a nephew of Mrs. Van Emburgh, contested 
the will. Ex-Surrogate Daniel G. Rollins ap- 
peared forthe contestant and Sidney F. Raw- 
eon of Staten Island for Dr. Robinson. 

In his review of the testimony, Mr. Rollins 
said that Mrs. Van Emburgh went to Staten 
Island in 1886 with her daughter Sarab. She 
Was an invalid and required the daily attention 
ofaphysician. Dr. Robinson was called to at 
tend her. In April, 1887, the daughter died. 
Soon after Dr. Robinson learned that Mrs. Van 
Emburgh had a considerable estate. From that 
time, Mr. Rollins declared, Dr. Robinson plan- 
ned to get control over Mra. Van Emburgh and 
her money. In July, 1887, she took the man- 
agement of her affairs from Demas Barnes, gave 
&® power of attorney to Dr. Robinson, and ex- 
ecuted a will in his favor. 

Mr. Rollins claimed that Dr. Robineon had 
gained his control of Mrs. Van Emburgh by 
falsely representing that he had been engaged 
to marry her daughter, and also by impressing 
upon her the idea that he was the only physi- 
cian who understood her case, and that if she 
— his care for twenty-four hours she would

Mr. Rollins said that Dr. Robinson sold some 
property in this city belonging to Mra. Van Em- 
burgh, receiving $67,500, aud that of this 
amount $40,000 was given absolutely to Dr.

PENSIONS FOR TEACHERS. 


LIVELY CONTROVERSY ON THE SUBJECT 
IN THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


A lively controversy took place at the mect- 
ing of the Board of Education Wednesday be- 
tween Commissioner Van Arsdale and Commis- 
sioner O’Brien. The dispute was in regard to 
pensioning teachers, 

The By-Laws Committees made a report which 
atated that, while in favor of pensioning teach- 
ers in the abstract, it was opposed to the Dill 
now before the Legislature at,Albany that is 
advocated by the Teachers’ Mutual Benetit As- 
sociation. The report of the committee said, 
further, that the board would favor pensioning 
teachers, but the pension fund and all matters 
relating to its disbursement should be left in 


tke hands of the Board of Education, and not in 
charge of the Trustees of the Teachers Mutual 
Benefit Association, as is provided in the bill 
now before the Legislature. 

The committee also stated that it would be 
opposed to any pension fund that would have 
to be raised by increasing the taxes, but that it 
should be raised by fines and money forfeited 
by teachers for absence, &o. 

During the voting on the report of the com- 
mittee, Commissioner Van Arsdale at first asked 
to be excused from voting. Then he said: 

‘Tam opposed to pensioning teachers both in 
the abstract and in the concrete. To me such 
action argues that the people who receive this 
bounty have shower themselves incompetent in 
life because they have become superannuated 
without having wade provision for old age. In 
accepting this pension these teachers are mak- 
ing themselves the recipients of charity. 

“TI will withdraw my request to be excused 
from voting and vote No.’ 

When Commissioner O’Brien was called upon 
to vote he replied to Commissioner Van Ars- 
dale. He said very owe egy 

“JT don’t believe in putting the brand of char- 
ity upon the teachers. In doing it, it is making 
a similar criticism upon the brave Generals and 
suilors who fought for us, and also upon the 
firemen and policemen who are neloned by 
the city. I don’t think that the soldiers and po- 
licemen have shown any more care or seif-sac- 
rifice in doing their duty than have the teachers 
in their work in teaching in our schools.’”’ 

The report of the committee, which also con- 
tained a provision that the Committee on By- 
Laws should draw up a billfor submission to 
the Legislature, was passed. The committee 
will draw up a bill favoring the pensioning of 
teachers, but under the direction of the Board 
of Education. 





The Sinn-Tanner Suit, 

Col. R. G. Ingersoll, in the City Court of 
Brooklyn, presented yesterday for his client, 
Cora Tanner, an affidavit in answer tothe one 
made on Wednesday by Col. William E. Sinn, 
her husband, who is trying to get his marriage 
with her annulled, 

Col. Sinn’s affidavit was brought out by Miss 
Tanner's application for counsel fees and ali- 
mony. Itsetforth that Miss Tanner was com- 
fortably situated financially, having some 
$15,000 in personal effects, about $3,000 in 
cash, jewelry valued at $5,000, furniture worth 
$6,000, and a wardrobe appraised at $4,000. 

The affidavit filed by Mr. Ingersoll discounted 
all of these figures and undertook to show that 
the afiiant was really in straitened circum- 
stances. 

Col. Ingersoll declared that Miss Tanner's 
marriage to Col. Sinan was perfectly legal. Dr. 
Farlin, he said, had a wife when he married 
Mies Tanner, and, besides, a divorce from him 
had been granted Miss Tanner.

TO MURDER MRS. ROTH. 


ON HER COMPLAINT HE WAS TO BE 
EVICTED — HIS ATTACK ON HER 
WHILE CRAZY WITH RAGE—THWART- 
ED BY A MAN HE ALSO TRIED TO 

HE sHOT HIMSELF. 


Carl Herold, a brushmaxer, who was seventy- 
one years old, made doubly sure of death yes- 
terday by shooting himself in the head and 
breast in the rear tenement at 12 Stanton 
Street while frantic with anger at being 
thwarted in an endeavor to brain the house- 
keeper, Louisa Roth, by Carl Haas, a little, but 
plucky, shoemaker, who is her brother-in-law. 

Herold was a native of Galicia, and when 
young was a soldier policeman. Then, his 
friends say, he was a handsome fellow, six feet 
in height, with the chest of a Hercules. He came 
to America in the fifties and first lived at Pitts- 
burg, Penn. Twenty yoars ago he came to New- 
York, and for many years had a brushmaking 
establishment in Chrystie Street. 

He had an inventive bent, and one of the 
stories about him was that he, after several 
financial disasters, made a little fortune out of 
& patent window brush, and that the money 
was given to his chilaren with the stipulation 
that they should give him an income of $4204 
year. At any rate he received monthly a cheok 
for $35, and, as he worked at his trade indus- 
triously, he had plenty of money. 

The old brushmaker hired a dingy apartment 
on the first floor of the rear house at 12 Stanton 
Street last September. ‘The other occupant of 
the floor was the Widow Roth. She had enuvugh 
ofthe new tenant in a couple of weeks. His 
chief delight appeared to be in amazing her 
with blasphemous rantings and proclamations 
of infidelity. He was filthy in his habits, 60 
that his apartment soon became a kennel that 
8 street cur would shun. 

The housekeeper appealed to the owner of the 
property, Henry Knapp, who saw his tenant 
and urged him to be less of a nuisance. Mrs. 
Roth offered to clean up the apartment for 50 
cents, but Herold refused to be clean or to 
budge, and a process to dispossess him was ob- 
tained and he and his belongings would have 
been turned into the street by noon yesterday. 

Herold knew of the warrant Wednesday after- 
noon, and tried to prevent its execution by ap- 
proaching Mrs. Roth very humbly and offering 
her $2 to be allowed to remain. He promised 
to mend his ways and to allow his place to be 
cleaned. Mrs. Roth told him he must go. He 


cursed her, and said that before she could dis- 
possess him he would have ber life. 

The threats were reported to Haas, who, al- 
though little more than five feet in height, is 
afraid of no one, so when he got up at 5 o'clock 
yesterday morning to do chores around the house 
it was because he did not propose to risk a 
meeting between Mra. Roth and the brush- 
maker, and to protect her further he locked 
her in her apartment. 

Haas had been busy for half an hour when he 
had to go into the yard, and came suddenly tace 
to face with Herold, who had two revolvers lov- 
eled athim and waslivid. Haas’s eyes, owing 
to his stature, were justin front of the barrels 
of the weapons, but he showed no eign of fear, 
and buret out laughing. 

The crazed giant was taken aback and lowered 
the pistols and parleyed. He wanted to stay and 
to eee and talk with Mra. Rojh. Haas humored 
Herold until he appeared to be satistied that his 
appeal would at least receive a favorable con- 
sideration. 

Haas was 80 convinced that Herold would be 
compelled to submit when the Marshal and his 
aides came that he made the mistake of going 
to the cellar, leaving Herold in the yard. 

Haraly had the shoemaker reached the cellar 
when he heard a crash and then a scream. 
When he ran to his sister-in-law’s room she was 
battling with Herold, who had burst open the 
door and surprised her in bed. 

Herold was shouting imprecations and threats 
and snapping a pistol at her head, and beating 
her with the butt of it as he dragged her to the 
window. 

Haas seized a stove lifter and attacked Her- 
old. Repeated blows on the brushmaker’s head 
soon dazed him, and he ceased to beat the wo- 
man and tried to get up and sttack his puny foe, 
but Haase did not desist until he had laid open 
Herold’s scalp in half a dozen places and bivod 
poured from the wounds. Then, believing that 
he was master of the situation, he let the brush- 
maker stagger to his feet. 

Herold began tugging at his pocket to get tho 
other revolver out, the one he had been using on 
Mrs. Roth having been loaded with oartridges 
that would not explode. 

Haas could no longer do harm with the stove 
lifter, as Herold’s head was out of his reach, so 
he had tocontent himself with fighting olf his 
adversary and yelling forhelp. Just as neigh- 
bors rushed in Herold got the second revoiver 
free, but he was weak from loss of blood and 
could not aim well, so s shot he fired at Haas 
went wide of him, and the next moment he was 
grappled with, hustled out of the room, and 
pusned into his own den. 

Haas was on his way to the street to get police 
aid when two pistol shots rang out. Halfa 
hundred persons had heard the scuttle or been 
told of it, and had gathered on the stairs of the 
rear house or in the yard, but no one ventured 
into Herold’s room. 

When the little shoemaker came with two po- 
licemen and burst inte the brushmaker’s room 
he was dead on his pallet with a pistol-shot 
wound behind the left ear and another in his 
breast. 

Mre. Roth, although she had many cuts and 
bruises on her head, was not severely hurt, and 
suffered more from loss of blood and shock than 
anything else. She had a slight concussion of 
the brain, but rallied soon after she reached the 
Gouverneur Hospital. She may be able to leave 
it to-day. 

There was plenty of proof that Wednesday 
night Herold resolved that some one should pay 
dearly for his eviction. He had written wild 
and abusive letters to his landlord, Mayor 
Gilroy, and Judge Taintor, and Morris Klein, a 
saloon keeper at 18 Stanton Street, said that 
Herold called on him Wednesday night, left $11 
and a watch and ohain, and said he was sick 
and wanted a big coffin in oase he died. 

Herold’s body was sent to the Morgue until 
the wishes of his son and daughter, who live in 
the West, are known.

Armor Ready for the Test, 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The Carnegies, who 
have the contract for the delivery of the armor 
for the turreta of the battle ships, have notified 
the Navy Department that the material for the 
turrets of the New-York and the Monterey is 
ready for the acceptance test. A plate from the 
lot will be fired upon at the Indian Head Prov- 
ing Ground in afew days, and the 500 tong of 
armor shaped for the turrets of these two ves- 


sels will be delivered at Philadelphia for the 
New-York and at San Franoisco for the Mon- 
terey. 

These vessels are completed with the excep- 
tion of the armor for the turrets, and as soon ar 
the plates ure in position both ships will be 
ready for active service. The parbette armor 
in both ships was placed in position some 
months ago. 





Cuba’s Sugar Crop. 

Havana, April 6.—The grinding of sugarcane 
is being conducted with such activity in the 
Matanzas district that 1t is expected the 
whole crop will be ground this month. This 
will bring operations to a close fuliy two 
months earlier than usual. The production 
will, itis estimated by some experts, be from 
25 to 30 per cent. less than that of last year. 

Owing to the scarcity of cane some of the 
central factories will produce hardly 40 per 
cent. of the quantity of sugar they made last 
year. At Sagua the decrease will also be con- 
siderable. One plantation which made 600 
hogsheads of muscovado sugar last year has 
finished this season’s Operations with a yield of 
only 200 hogsheads.

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CONTEST UF SHELL AND ARMOR. 
——S- 
DISCOVERIES OF METHODS OF HARD- 


ENING CANNON BALLS. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—A discovery of impor- 
tance in naval ordnance has been made, and is 
being developed under the inspections of the 
naval ordnance experts at the Indian Head 
Proving Ground. 

Some time ago a New-England concern deal- 
ing in machine tools reported to the Naval 
Chief of Ordnance the result of experiments 
conducted at its works. The descriptions 
which found their way to Washington prom- 
ised so much for the new process that would 


be valuable to armor and armament that fur- 
ther inquiry was encouraged. The results 80 
far have proved very satisfactory, and suggest 
that the latest discovery may have an influence 
on the manufacture of steel where hardness is 
required. 

Lhe tirst intimation of this new and better 
process came from experiments with tool steel, 
and the results were Satisfactory enough to 
Warrant the extension of the process to larger 
fields in the manufacture of steel. The naval 
ordnance people were very willing to have the 
tests conducted at Indian Head. The Harvey 
process was the means of matorially advancing 
the United States in ordnance matters, and any 
process which offered to improve upon the 
present excellent prospects was acceptable. 
The tests have been carried on at the expense 
of the firm whioh has been formed at Danbury, 
Conn,, for the introduetion of the new process. 
The naval ordnance officers at Indian Head, 
however, closely observe and record the results 
of the firing, which is done as the experts tind 
time from regular tests and trials. 

Forthe present the New-England firm will 
content itself with applying ita process of hard- 
ening to common steel shell, an important 
branch of the manufacture of ordnance mate- 
rial The department has a contract with @ 
firm at Spuyten Duyvil, N. Y., for the delivery 
of a large quantity of shell made of common 
steel, which has been hardened by a process to 
a degree that the projectiles sre as serviceable 
as if made of forged steel. By this means the 
department is enabled to save the considera- 
ble item of 28 cents per pound on the shells. 

It is, therefore, of some moment thata process 
of hardening common steel be developed. The 
Connecticut firm has applied its process so far 
to shells for gune from one-pounder to six- 
pounder. Later it will furnish shelis for the 
heavy guns, The ordnance people believe that 
if u suitable process can be found to apply to 
projectiles the same process can be applied 
With equal success to the armor plate, and the 
contest between the projectile and the plate 
willgoon. That contest seemed in a fair way 
of ending with the application of the Harvey 
process to the nickel steel plate and the vio- 
tory of thattype of armor over the Holtzer 
forged steel shell. The discovery of two 
processes for hardening common steel may 
change the relation or, at least, increase the 
etticienoy of projectile and plate. 





FEW ANXIOUS ARCHITECTS.

ONLY TEN WHO SEEK A POSITION IN THE 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—There is one position 
inthe Treasury Department for which, up to 
date, only ten persons have presented them- 
selves. 

The Supervising Architect of the Treasury, 
with a salary of $4,500 per annum, ig, next to 
a Cabinet officer, one of the most responsible 
officers of the Government. In the disburse- 
ments of funds for public buildings, he each 


year handles millions of money. The ten archi- 
tects who have made application for the place 
are, in the order in whiock their papers have been 
filed, E. E. Myers, Michigan; J. J. Kubn, Illi- 
nois; D. Henning Gorsuch, District of Colum- 
bia; C. F. Schweinfurth, Ohio; D. B. Woodrutt, 
Georgia; George F. Reed, Missouri; H. W. 
Phillips, Distriot of Columbia; Glenn Brown, 
District of Columbia or Virginia; J. H. Briean, 
Colorado, and Jeremiah O’ Kourke, New-Jersey. 

The small number of applications for the 
position may be accounted for. To men of 
marked ability the money consideration holds 
out no inducement, as the practice of their pro- 
fession brings to such men a far greater annual 
tncéme than $1,500. The honor only would 
prove a sufficient remuneration. ‘The law 
passed at the last session of Congress, which 
empowers the Seoretary of the Treasurys to se- 
cure plans, at his discretion, by competition, 
will deprive the Supervising Architect of the 
authority heretofore enjoyed. He will then be 
practically only Consulting Arcnitect or Super- 
yeep 

The new law will soon be put in operation. 
The committee of the i med Inctitute of 
Architects that, a short time ago, called at the 
Treasury in relation to the new measure, Was 
so assured by Mr. Carlisle. At the same time 
the latter was given to understand that the in- 
stitute had no candidate to present and did not 
propose to take =e part in the anticipated 
fight forthe place. In the meantime the Sec- 
retary seems in no hurry to select Mr. Ed- 
brooke’s successor. 





LIQUOR MEN WILL SUBMIT. 


BUT THE SOUTH CAROLINA DISPENSARY 
LAW NOT TO BE TESTED. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., April 6.—The Evans Di+- 
pensary bill, passed by the Legislature at its 
last session, and which puts the sale of liquor in 
South Carolina entirely under control of the 
State officials after July 1, will go into effect 
without any strong opposition from the courts. 


The counsel engaged to make up a test case in 
behalf of the liquor dealers of the State to-day 
reported against the advisability of resisting 
the enforcement of the law in the courts, 

The lawyers reported in so many words that 
‘the liquor tratlic is not a legitimate business. 
Inevery city and State in the Union the busi- 
ness is subject to legislative enactment and po- 
lice regulation, and against that there is noth- 
ing todo. We advise the liquor dealers of the 
State not to spend 5 cents in resisting the law.” 
One barkeeper, neverthless, will keep open his 
saloon, and his will be made a test case before 
all the courts, State and national. 

This will work hardship for thousands of peo- 
ple throughout the State. “Blind tigers” and 
**speak easies” will open by the thousands, 
and legitimate dealers in liquors will have to 
stop business. Firms which have been selling 
a for 100 years in Charleston, and families 
which have been drinking good wines for over 
acentury, Willhave to submit unwillingly to 
the new régime. It is a weak imitation of the 
Gothenburg law of Sweden, but the Evana 
south Carolina bill includes all liquors, while 
the Scandinavian law does not include vinous 
and malt liquors. 

Gov. Tillman and his liquor subordinates are 
now in the West making arrangements for 
buying liquor wholesale, and will doubtless 
get a handsome rebate, as is the custom. 





NEW RAPID-FIRE GUN. 


TEST TO BE MADE OF A DEVICE OF 
WHICH MUCH IS EXPECTED. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—A rival of the two 
service rapid-fire guns has appeared on the 
scene, and this week atest of the new weapon 
will be made at the naval ordnance proving 
ground on the Potomac. A great deal of inter- 
est attaches to the coming test, for the official 
reports of the performance of the weapon duar- 
ing the last week have claimed for the gun a 
superiority over even the celebrated Hotchkiss 
gun. 

The inventor, Mr. Charles W. Spensel of Hart- 
ford, Conun., arrived here yesterday and has ar-. 
ranged fur the trialto be held on Saturday at 
Indian Head, Md. ‘The Sponsel gnn haa only 
twenty pieces, as compared with thirty-two and 
tifty-two in other guns. It is cheap, easily 
loaded, has largo clearance for dirt, is taken 
apart in a few seconds, has no screws in the 
breech mechanism, ali working springs are 
spiral, and no tools are required for dismount- 
ing or assembling the breech mechanism, 

Upon the result of the test of Saturday it is 
expected that an order fora number of these 
guns for the service will be given to Pratt & 
Whitney of Hartford, which firm will probably 
have the manufacture of the gun.

THE OVERDUE STEAMER SPOKEN BY THE 
HAVRE—HER MACHINERY BROKEN. 


NeEw-ORLEANS, La, April 6—The steamer 
Sturia, bound to this port from the Mediter- 
ranean, fruit laden, reported two weeks over- 
due, has been heard from. The French steamer 
Havre, Capt. Laporte, thirty-eight days from 
Havre, reached Mississippi Quarantine last 
night. 

She reports that on March 20, in latitude 32° 
north, lengitude 42° 37’ west, meridian of Paris, 
she encountered the Sturia, whose Captain said 
his machinery was disabled, but that he could 
make all necessary repairs in four or five days. 
He did not state the nature of the damage. 
Capt. Laporte offered to tow him for 150, 
000f, either to the Bermudas or to San Miguel, 
in the Azores. The Captain of the Sturiaoffered 


100,000f., but y+ Laporte could not afford to 
lose his time for that amount. The Sturia will 
proceed to San Miguel. 

On iy 23, im latitude 28° 11’ north, longi- 
tude 64° 47’ west of Paris, the Havre encoun- 
tered the ‘ three-masted schooner Edward B. 
Cushing of New-York, abandoned and full of 
water. She had lost her rudder.
